The House, examined the Matters to them referred, and have agreed 
upon the following REPORT ; 

T he subject of the Irish Grand Jury Laws has been, on various occasions, 
brouo-ht under the consideration of Parliament : Select Committees were 
appointed In Sessions 1815, i8l6 and 1822, and various Reports have been 
presented to the House, and Acts of reform have in consequence obtained the 
sanction of Parliament since that period ; but the Reports of both Houses of 
Parliament in 1 S25, having especially directed the attention of the Government 
and of the Legislature to the Grand Jury Laws, (since which no further measures 
of a remedial character have been proposed), Your Committee therefore assume 
that there can be no difference of opinion respecting the necessity of correcting 
the imperfections incidental to the present system, or endeavouring to devise 
measures for placing the civil and criminal duties of Grand Juries on a more 
satisfactory basis. 

Your Committee, in examining the subjects submitted to their consideration, 
though deeply sensible of the very great importance of a minute and early 
examination into every part of thesystem connected with the administration of the 
Grand Jury Laws in Ireland, have not found it practicable, at the very late 
period of the Session when they were appointed, to examine evidence respecting 
the constitution of Grand Juries, or the mode of conducting the business which 
comes before them at the Assizes. } 

In declining to undertake this most important part of the duty assigned to 
them. Your Committee have been swayed partly by an unwillingness to com- 
mence such an arduous labour, from a fear of doing injustice to the .subject, on 
account of the very short period which is likely to remain before the close of 
the Session, and partly from the impossibility of summoning witnesses from 
Ireland in sufficient time to procure their evidence. It appears, however, to 
Your Committee, that few subjects connected with the domestic policy and 
internal taxation of Ireland more loudly call for the patient examination and 
careful revision of Parliament, than the present system of the Grand Jury Laws 
in Ireland ; and when it is considered how much the peace and prosperity of 
the country depend on the wise administration of those Laws by which all the 
^ 2 means 
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means of internal communication and trade are maintained, and how much 
ecomtorl of all classes m the community, the employment of the poor, and the 
morality of those engaged in executing the public works, are involved in the 
present system Your Committee cannot too strongly express their opinion, that 
the attention of Parliament should be called at an early period of the ensuing 
Session to the state of the Grand Jury Laws. ^ 

In referring to the Parliamentary documents submitted to Your Committee it 
appears that a very great increase has taken place within late years in the 
amount of the Levies made by Grand Juries. From an average of the four

Parliament, that the annual levy at that period amounted to £.470,106 while 
from the Annual Returns the sum raised by Presentment, in the year 182*:

'■ 23 - yarioiis Acts of Parliament upon the land overwhich the Grand Juries exercise no 

discretion, and to which they are no parties, except so far as the Legislature has 
made them the instrument of imposing such taxes upon the people. Your 
Committee without further adverting to the justice or policy of these measures 
think It right to state that this part of the system of Grand Jury Presentments is 
one which requires the serious deliberation of Parliament, whenever the subiect 
shall be again brought forward. 

In the course of their inquiries, it has appeared to Your Committee to be 
the opinion of all persons who have had any experience in the administration 
of rtie Grand Jury Laws, that from the great press of both criminal and civil 
business, as well as fte manner in which that business is brought forward at the 
Assizes, It is impossible for the Grand Juries (however great their assiduity in 
the performance of their duty may be) sufficiently to examine the important 
matters which are submitted to their consideration during the time allowed for 
their respective Assizes. In proof of this Your Committee have extracted the 
number of Presentments granted, and the number of persons Indicted by Grand 
Juries m the following counties, taken, without any view of particular selection 
Irom the rarliaraentary Returns.

hich allowing ten days for the Assizes, would leave 132 cases to be examined 
each day ; and it must be recollected, that in this view an allowance is made 
only tor the Presentments granted, none is made for those which are reiected 
which m all probability are more numerous than those granted ; and no allow- 
ance whatever is made for the examination of Accounting Affidavits, equal of 
course m number to the Presentments granted ; for the examination of any Pre- 
sentments connected with the public charities, or for the time which ought 
necessarily to be employed in the inspection of the gaol, infirmary, &c it 
would therefore he fair to argue, that the Grand Jury of the county’ of Cork 
cannot give sufficient time to the consideration of every Indictment or Present- 
ment ; and when it is recollected that many of those Indictments are of a capital 
nature, and that the sum voted by the county of Cork, at each Assizes, upon an 
average amounts to £. 43,000, Your Committee are of opinion that no doubt can 
be entertained of the insufficiency of the time allowed for such important duties.

It is evident from this sketch of the business, both criminal and civil, 
which is submitted to the Grand Juries, that it is impossible for any set of men, 
whatever their capabilities may he, or however great their desire to perform the 
duties entrusted to them may be, to execute with satisfaction to Aemselves the 
multifarious and arduous duties of their office ; and Your Committee are there- 
fore of opinion, that no effectual remedy for the defects of the Grand Jury 
system can be expected, unless a larger portion of time than that now allowed 
at the Assizes shall be given to those who shall hereafter have to transact that 
business. 

Your Committee have annexed, in the form of an Appendix, all the extracts 
from the Reports of the Committee on the State of Ireland of Session 1825, ,p. Cling the Roads in 
f ^ „hich 
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■^"'■y Presentments, together with such extracts from the 
Messrs. Nimmo and Killaly, who were appointed in 1822 to super- 
intend the execution of the Public Works undertaken by the Government, as bear 
directly upon the administration of the Grand Jury Laws. Your Committee 
think this evidence highly important as illustrative of the operation of those 
Laws, and they submit it as well deserving the attention of the House in any 
future consideration of the subject. ^ 

A Report has been made by a respectable body of the landed Proprietors of 
the County of Cork, and a Petition has been presented to the House from the 
County of Clare, recommending certain alterations in the Grand Jury Laws of 
Ireland, these documents are printed in the Appendix. Another suggestion has 
been submitted to Your Committee by one of its Members, and is also printed 
for consideration. During the few days to which the deliberations of Your 
Committee have necessarily been confined, it is impossible for them to form any 
judgment upon their merits ; but Your Committee conceive, that the attention 
of the Public may advantageously be directed to the comparative merits of these 
various propositions during the recess, so as to enable the House to resume 
its inquiries on this important subject with effect, at the earliest period of the 
ensuing Session. 



SUGGESTIONS for the management of Business connected with Local 
Taxation ; delivered in by a Member of the Committee. 

IT is the general opinion, that no effectual attempt can be made to remedy 
the evils arising from the present system of administering the Grand Jury Laws, 
so long as the time allotted for the performance of the civil duties devolved by 
law on Grand Jurors remains so limited. 

With a view of applying a remedy to this part of the subject, it is suggested 
to transfer the power of Local Taxation from the Grand Juries to a body of 
Gentlemen assembled and constituted in the following manner : 

That Magistrates, or some body of Gentlemen like Commissioners of Supply 
in Scotland, with a given qualification, should assemble twice in the year, say in 
the months of August and January (being the most convenient months in the 
year for that purpose), in the county town, for the sole purpose of receiving 
and inquiring into all applications for Presentments, and examining into all 
accounts of former grants ; that they should sit in the County Court House, and 
be sworn to the faithful performance of their duty by the Assistant Barrister or 
some other public officer ; that they should hear all the objections, discuss all 
the merits of each Presentment, and take advantage ofevery in formation offered 
to them in deciding upon the applications for the expenditure of the public 
money ; that the Court should be an open one, and that due notice of its 
meeting should be given by the secretary a certain number of davs before 
its assembling. 

It is proposed to give to this meeting of the Magistrates or Gentlemen all 
the form and dignity belonging to a Court of the first order, but to confine 
its deliberations and acts solely to the management of the Local Taxation of 
the county. 

In order to aid the Magistrates or other body in their inquiries as to the 
necessity of new works and repairs applied for, as well as to secure, not only 
the faithful expenditure of the public money, but a judicious and scientific 

execution 
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execution of the proposed works, it seems desirable to appoint a public officer, 
whose duty it would be to survey all new lines of road, to superintend the 
building of every work, and who should be a party (as far as relates to a cer- 
tificate of their expediency) to all Presentments, whether for roads, bridges or 
repairs, exceeding a given sum ; that he should have a public office, where 
a record of all works might be inspected, and, if necessary, that he should be 
allowed an assistant, for whose acts he would be responsible ; that no work 
should be undertaken without a certificate from the engineer of its expediency, 
and that no money should be paid without a certificate from the engineer or his 
assistants of the proper execution of the work. 

Though much benefit might be expected to result from the more mature con- 
sideration of every Presentment by a body of magistrates or gentlemen con- 
stituted in the proposed manner ; yet it seems indispensable, in any new arrange- 
ment which may be made, to guard against that system of favouritism in the 
disposal of Presentments which arises out of the present system of granting 
Presentments to particular persons named in the applications; and it is pro- 
posed, therefore, to adopt such a form of application as will limit the duty of 
the Magistrates solely to a decision upon the expediency of the work, without 
any reference to the individuals by name who are afterwards to execute it. 

As soon as the Magistrates shall have decided on the expediency of any 
work, it is proposed to leave the execution of the work to an open system of 
contract, from which a greater degree of economy in the expenditure of the 
public money may be expected than is practised under the present mode ; and 
it is hoped that the appointment of a public and responsible officer will secure 
also greater degree of fidelity in the performance of the contract. 

Lastly, as the best means of providing a check upon the unnecessary ex- 
penditure of the public money, and as a stimulus to a rigid examination of 
every application for a grant of money, it is proposed in all future contracts to 
relieve the occupying tenant from the burthen of paying the county assessment, 
and to impose it upon the landlord. This provision, of course, must be ran- 
sidered as relating only to leases which may hereafter be made ; and the effect 
of it must be to induce all gentlemen of property to be anxious to become mem- 
bers of that body in which will be vested the power of laying a tax upon the 
land. Thus the persons who impose the tax will be cautious in increasing the 
public burthens, and rigid in their examination of the execution of the public 
works because they themselves will have to bear those burthens ; and it will 
be their interest to have the works executed in such a permanent manner as to 
have the demands for repair less frequent than they are under the 1 resent system. 
Another advantage unconnected with the power of taxation, but greatly con- 
ducive to the peace and welfare of the country will be, that gentlemen of pro- 
perty, at present disinclined from various motives to hold the commission of the 
peace, will necessarily be not only disposed, but obliged to undertake that 
duty, for the purpose of protecting their properties from any unfair assessment ; 
and thus a double object will he obtained.— a better description of persons im- 
posing the public taxes, and a better description of persons executing the duties 
of the commission of the peace. 



Mr. Nimmo's Description of the System of Road-making in the Counties of 
Galway, Mayo, Sligo, Leitrim and Roscommon. 

Mxtekiai.s of the best description arc in general in great abundance; but 
the original construction of the Roads having been exceedingly nnsk.lful, both 

^ A 4 ™ 
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m direction and level, and the repairs carried on by a class of persons who make 
a trade of it, as a market for the labour of their poorer tenantry, there is no at- 
tempt at operating at permanent improvement. The less labour bestowed upon 
the Road, the cheaper the work can be undertaken by the perch, and the easier for 
the persons actually employed, who are not paid for what work they do, but 
have the amount of the Presentment allowed by their landlord, as a set-off 
against the rent of their holdings. As in order to account for the Presentment 
it is necessary for the overseer to swear that he has expended the money, and 
as it cannot be expected that persons will take all this trouble of obtaining the 
Presentment and overseeing workmen gratuitously, the only way left for the 
gentleman overseer to indemnify himself is, to charge as high a rent as possible 
for his land, and get the tenants to make the Road as cheaply as possible, that 
he may the more readily obtain Presentments from the Grand Jury. Besides, 
if he be a person of tolerable credit, he may, by paying a discount of ten per 
cent to the County Treasurer, obtain the amount of his Presentment in advance, 
as soon as passed ; and then his only trouble is to get the Road made in some 
way or other, so as to be ready on the day of Assizes or Accounting Sessions : 
or, indeed, what will answer just as well, he may get the working overseer, 
who is named with him in the Presentment, to swear that the Road is made' 
and the money expended. It is remarkable that there is never any scruple 
about swearing that the money is expended, but often a great deal of difficulty 
where the Road is any where less than twenty-one feet wide, as that breadth at 
least must be sworn to. Ingenious men, however, found a mode of getting over 
this, by leaving out in the Road the portions where the Road is too narrow j 
if there be much of it together, the repair must stand over until some one be 
found with a conscience sufficiently pliant to get through the difficulty. 

It is painful to think that the precautions taken by the Legislature to discourage 
peculation should only have tended to promote a system of perjury, which has 
thrown the public works into the hands of persons of no principle, and deterred 
every honest man from undertaking them. Some simple system of audit could 
surely be contrived that would sufficiently secure the interest of the Public, 
without all this swearing; and in that case respectable men would be encouraged 
to make or repair the public Roads in a solid and economical way. 



Mr. Killaly’s Remarks upon the System in the County of Clare. 

Another cause of evil arises from the ruinous system adopted with respect to 
Grand Jury Presentments, which affords ample scope for severe animadversion. 
The great destruction of morals and waste of public property which have taken 
place in the County of Clare from this cause, are beyond my power to 
calculate. 



REPORT of the Committee appointed by the Grand Jury of the County of 
Cork, at Spring Assizes 1825, to consider and suggest such Amendments 
and Improvements of the Laws, as are expedient respecting the Levy, 
Applotment and Collection of County Assessments ; the Application and 
accounting for Presentments, and the execution of Public Works. 

Committee have applied themselves diligently to the consideration of 
» couBijr book, the subject which was given them in charge ; and have in the first instance to 
observe, that until a County Book framed upon a just and uniform estimate 
of the contents and value of each Barony, and of the several Denominations of 

Land 
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Land ■within each Barony, and of the Towns and Liberties that now are or 
should be subject to County Assessments, shall be procured, it will be quite 
impossible to applet the local taxation of the county fairly, or to redress 
effectually the grievance that is justly complained of, as arising from the 
unequal and unjust contribution to the Levies, which is required under the 
present system. 

The Committee therefore, under the fullest conviction of the absolute neces- 
sity for such a document, as speedily as it can be obtained, recommend strongly procuring »uch 
an active perseverance in the plan that has been proposed, and in some degree 
acted upon in this county, for attaining an object so desirable, not doubting 
that the result will be found fully adequate to ensure a just and uniform ap- 
portionment of the public levies, contributory to other important purposes, and 
an ample equivalent for the expense with which it is likely to be attended. 

On the presumption that the county was possessed of such a document, and 
entertaining a sanguine hope that no exertions will be spared to acquire it, the 
committee offer the following suggestions : 

We are clearly of opinion that the local taxation of the county should remain 
with the County Grand Juries, as the bodies most interested and most com- 0 «ndjurie«. 
petent to exercise this privilege with intelligence and integrity.

The county A^^d taken reguiwi/ 

business would by this means be facilitated and well done — the hurry and con- coiwideraiiou. 

fusion which now prevails too frequently, and the abuse of time that is often 

wasted for want of employment, would be avoided ; the Grand Jury would go 

through their duties without interruptions — ^their time would be continually and 

usefully occupied, and the errors and inadvertencies to which they have been 

liable would not be in future likely to occur. 

The Secretary should be enioined not to receive from any person whatever, Secreiarysbouidnntre.

any document prohibited by this arrangement, after the day specined for the hip day specified for 
purpose ; and we would recommend that every paper passing through his office ** ** 
to the Grand Jury, should bear a stamp that will indicate its deposit there, and 
that no document should be admissible to the Grand Jury that did not exhibit 
that evidence of its coming duly before them. 

We consider the appointment of district Engineers, properly qualified, essen- District Engineer! re- 
tial to the good, durable and economical execution of public works of all dcscrip- ' ‘ 

tions ; and we feel no hesitation in giving it as our opinion, that although the 
employment of such persons may render it necessary to exceed for a short time 
the usual Presentments for the construction and repairs of roads, bridges, quay- 
walls, and perhaps in other instances, the result will be found speedily to dimi- 
iiish the ordinary grants for such purposes, and the public interest, convenience, 
credit and economy, will be materially promoted thereby.

in his own riding, with one or more subordinate officers, proportioned to th.e 
extent of his jurisdictiou, for whom their principals should be held strictly 
responsible. 

Those engineers, on receiving their appointments, should be sworn before 
the Grand Juries, that they will faithfully and diligently perform, to the best 
of their abilities, all the duties that shall be entrusted to them ; and tliatthey 
will not disclose or make known any estimate or calculation made by them, 
until the same shall be reported to the Grand Jury or to the Magistrates, at 
Special Sessions, as the case may be. They should be prepared to lay before 
the Grand Jury at each Assizes, a particular report of the state of the roads 
bridges, quay-walls, and all public buildings in their respective districts, accom- 
panied by such remarks as they shall deem necessary ; and they should attend 
the Special Sessions in each barony, furnishing similar reports, as far as concerns 
the barony, and affording every information in their power that may be required 
by the Magistrates. 

We would recommend that all applications for Presentments should be served 
on the secretary of the Grand Jury, within one month after the last day of 
each Assizes, and on the district engineer by the secretary, within ten days 
afterwards. 

The engineer should be provided with skeleton maps of each barony ; and 
on receiving the notices for applications he should take his skeleton map and 
examine all the situations for new works that may be proposed, and note his 
opinions, and make his estimate on the spot ; afterwards at the Special Sessions 
he should give his opinions respecting each of the proposed works to the assem- 
bled Magistrates, and mark in with ink all that are approved of by them ; and 
subsequently at the Assizes he should wash in, with some distinguishing colour, 
the situations of such Presentments as are approved of by the Grand Jury. 

The next year a similar process should be gone through, the engineers taking 
care to vary the colour of the granted Presentments on the skeleton map, from 
that of the preceding year. By this means the Magistrates assembled at the 
Special Sessions, and afterwards the Grand Jury, will be enabled at once to 
ascertain the precise situation of a Presentment, and how long the repair made 
in any one year had lasted. 

We are of opinion, that on all applications for new roads and bridges, there 
should be two maps or plans, one of which should be attached to the applica- 
tion, and the other to accompany the notice to the engineer, on which he 
should make his report, with such alterations in the map or plan in his custody 
as he should think fit; and correcting the estimates that may be offered by the 
applicants, or substituting his own as he shall think projmr. He should also 
have the privilege of representing the necessity of any new work within his 
district. 

It should be the duty of the engineer to inspect and control tlie execution 
of all public works, remarking in his reports to the Magistrates at the Special 
Sessions, the neglect or non-execution in any instance which may come under 
his notice; and his certificate, or that of his subordinate officer, that they had 
examined the works, and were satisfied with the execution of it, should be 
required, to entitle the executing parties to payment from the Treasurer, on 
account of works presented on the county at large. He should report to the 
Magistrates assembled at Petty Sessions in each district, the occurrence of any 
sudden breach or accident to a bridge, or to supporting or quay walls, or damage 

to 
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jQ a road in his district, the repair of which ought not to be delayed till after 

the Assizes ; and the Magistrates, not being fewer than three, should have the 

power of directing on the certificate of the engineer, a sum not exceeding 20/. ^he^««ificate of «- 

to be expended upon such repair, to be accounted for, and the account verified ® 

as in other cases, by the certificate of the engineer, or his subordinate officer. 

We recommend that all notices of applications for Presentments should be 
posted on the doors of the session-houses, as well as on the places prescribed 
by the Act of the 59 Geo. 3, and served on the clerks of Petty Sessions, who 
shall read them in open court, or proclaim them otherwise, as shall be deemed 
advisable at the sitting of the court, on each weekly day of meeting, from the 
time of service, till the Magistrates shall assemble at Special Sessions for the 
consideration of them ; and there should be forms of objections or protests pre- 
scribed against Presentments that shall be approved of by the Magistrates, and 
served upon the secretary of the Grand Jury, three days before the Grand Jury 
shall assemble, which should be attached by the secretary to the applications to 
which they refer. 

We also recommend, that all applications decided on in the negative by the 
Afainstrates on the merits, should be considered as disposed of conclusively for ihe Magistrate* to*

the time and not refer to the Grand Jury at the next Assizes ; and that no disi>osed of foe m 
P resentments should be granted for repairs of roads, unless accompanied by 
a contract for keeping the road in repair for three years at the least, and at 
a moderate rate per perch. 

We are of opinion that Supervisors should be abolished, and that all works aii*w”r 

should be executed by contract, continuing the present plan for keeping roads executed by comrae. 
in repair by contract; and that Grand Juries should be empowered to present 
for contracts to any amount, which shall be certified by the engineer as reason- 
able and necessary. 

Provision should be made for paying Labourers their hire, without subjecting 
diem to the inconvenience, and it is to be feared the imposition in some cases, uie work goes on. 
which grows out of the present system of an account current with the overseer 
or contractor; with this view we would advise that one-half the contract should 
be raised at the Assizes when it is accepted. 

It anoears to us expedient, that the grants to Dispensaries should be more Grant* to Di*p«nKi« 
rr . ^ , .

under the control of the Grand Jury than they are at present, and that there ofCrandJury. 
should be a privilege to present any sum not exceeding the amount of the local 
subscriptions. 

We do not consider the qualifications now required for Magistrates to act at QuaiiScation* for la. 
Special Sessions necessary or beneficial to the public interest ; intelligence and ® 
integrity are often excluded by the restrictions as to property, and we w’ould 
therefore advise the removal of such qualifications. 

Populous and opulent towns should in our opinions be subject to a fair con- popuiou* and opiant 
tribution to the public levies, as well as stores, manufactories, and profitable 
establishments of all kinds. They participate in the advantages and the im- 
provements that are promoted by the applications of Grand Jury assessments, 
and we cannot see any good reason why they should be exempt from them. It L«viei withheld b.uhe 
I^ecomesus to call the attention of the Grand Jury specially to the interruption 
that has occurred to the payment of the ordinary portions of the levies on the 
county at large, by the town of Bandou since summer assizes 1 S 1 5, and by the And by the «ownmd 
town and liberties of Youghal for the two last assizes. We find that an arrear 
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is now due by the town of Bandon, amounting to £.1,872. '5s. and that 

there is a deficit hy reason of the non-payment of the two last applolments on 
the town and liberties of Yonghal of £.822. 13,. yrf. Legal proceedings have 
been taken for recovery of the arrear from Bandon, and persisted in for some 
years without success, but at very heavy expense to the county ; and we are 
clearly of opinion, that prompt exertions should be made to procure an Act of 
Parliament, that will remove whatever difficulties are now in the way of enforcing 
the levy of the Grand Jury assessments in those cases, and provide effectually 
for due obedience to the treasurer’s warrant in every instance. We offer at the 
same time to the consideration of the Grand Jury, whether it may not be advisable 
by a new Act, to attach the liberties of the towns of Youghal and Mallow 
to the baronies in which they lie, or to constitute them diltinot baronies as 
Kinsale. 

The expediency of abolishing the Oaths of Overseers in accounting for Pre- 
sentments has been suggested to the committee, and the subject has been taken 
into consideration and discussed. We are strongly impressed with a conviction 
that a lamentable indifference to so sacred an obligation prevails in many in- 
stances, but we hesitate to recommend dispensing with a pledge, that should be 
the most solemn and satisfactory security for the truth of the document attested 
by it, and we therefore prefer leaving the decision on that point to the Grand 
Jury, without offering any opinion of our own to influence it ; but we would 
advise, that all the overseers named in the Presentment, and being resident in 
the county, should certify as to the execution of the work. 

When the county book shall be framed, the sum to be levied on each plough- 
land or other denomination in the county should be applotted by the treasurer 
according to its contents and value, and specified in a table which should ac- 
company his warrant to the high constable, who should, within ten days after his 
receipt of it, serve notices throughout his barony, each notice specifying the 
sum to which each denomination is liable, and requiring two principal fand- 
holders to applet the money among the occupiers, and to furnish him with 
such applotment, of which there should be a specific form given within ten days 
from the day of the requisition, under a penally of 5 1. on each of the applotters. 
With any dispute or objection relative to such applotment, the hiwh constable 
should have nothing to do, he should act upon it as conclusive,” and not be 
interrupted m his collection, nor in anywise responsible for any overcharge 
in the applotment ; but the party thinking himself aggrieved thereby, should 
have a power of appeal to the Magistrates at the Petty Sessions, against the 
applotters, and against such occupiers as he can prove have been under-rated 
to his prejudice, or against the applotment altogether; and his complaint 
should be disposed of by the court as to justice may appertain, the Magistrates 
being empowered to fine the applotters. if manifest injustice shall be proved 
against them. On failure of such applotment by the persons so required to 
furnish the same, the high constable should be empowered, as he is now 
supposed to be, to enter upon the whole, or any part of a ploughland, and 
distrain for the full amount, charging is. in the pound for such distress, and 
after sale, rendering the overplus, if any, to the owner. 

On receiving such applotment, the high constable should give twenty-one 
days notice that he will attend by himself or his deputy, at some convenient 
town or place, naming the same, on a stated day. to receive the levies from 
each parish agreeably to the said applotment, which he should specify in his 
nonce, and also post on the respective places of public worship in each parish ; 
and if the whole shall not be paid in one day, he should then appoint a second 

day 
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day for fte like attendance, and so a third, allowing an interval of not less 
than six days between each appointed day, and giving notice, that for all such 
sums as shall not be paid on the third appointed day, he will forthwith dis- 
train and sell ; and all payments after such third day of attendance, whether 
by distress or otherwise, should be chargeable with i s. in the pound, as if 
distress was actually made and disposed of. 

The high constables should be legally authorized to appoint deputies, for 
whom they should be responsible, and to call for the assistance of the police point deputie.. 
incase of need. They should also be finable by the Grand Jury, with an 
appeal to the court, for any malfeasance in office, either by themselves or their amount of sot for 
deputies, to the amount of 20l. They should of course be dismissable for 
misconduct, and we are of opinion that their election should rest as it is with 
the Grand Jury. 

In offering our recommendations that the premiums of high constables Thair-p« 
should be advanced to i s. in the pound, we have the satisfaction to think that pound, 
there will not be a difference of opinion in any quarter, among those who are 
aware of the duties and responsibility of the office, and of the securities 
required, as to the propriety of this increased remuneration. 

There has been hitherto great remissness in making the necessary inquiries High eon.t«b!e. .ecuri- 
as to the sureties offered by high constables, and in the execution of their 
bonds. 



We are of opinion that this important branch of the financial department of 
the county should be otherwise arranged ; and we recommend that the high 
constables should be required to serve notices on the secretary of the Grand 
Jury, and on the clerk of each Petty Sessions within his barony, specifying 
the sureties he means to offer; that the secretary should publish, previous to the 
Special Sessions immediately succeeding such notice, that the subject will come 
under consideration ; and thattbe Magistrates assembled at such Special Sessions 
should be the persons to decide on the sufficiency or insufficiency of such 
sureties, and to accept or reject them ; that on their being approved of, the 
securities should be then and there executed in the presence of the Magistrates, 
endorsed by the chairman as approved of, and witnessed by the secretary, and 
one other responsible person, to the amount of one third more than the probable 
amount of the collection, and to continue in force without periodical renewals, 
durino- the lives and solvency of the sureties, or during the continuance in 
office of the high constable, but that the sureties should be at liberty to with- 
draw their securities, on giving notice to the secretary of the Grand Jury, from 
one Assizes to another, of their intention to do so, in order to guard against the 
collection being exposed to an uncovered risk; and the Magistrates should be 
empowered to require new or additional securities, when tliey may find it expe- 
dient to do so, giving the like notice to the high constable. The baronial 
Magistrates will thus have in their own hands the protection of their baronies 
against insufficient securities ; and the losses that have been sustained by 
defaulting high constables will not be in future likely to occur.

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We would also recommend that there should be a provision, as there was in a Summarv 
former Act, to authorize the Judge of Assize to issue Process instanter, in the 
nature of an execution, on the default of the High Constables in the payment of 
their collections, and a report of the deficit laid before the court, verified by the 
affidavit of the treasurer,

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We would advise that the Magistrates at Petty Sessions should be empowered 
to hear complaints against distress being taken by high constables, or their 
deputies, and of awarding the expense incurred by such distress on the parties 
justly liable to it. ^ 

We are of opinion that when distress is not to be found, the rate which has 
been applotted on the waste land should continue a lien upon it, recoverable at 
any future time when distress may be had, if not paid by the landlord; but that 
a Re-presentment should be made on the ploughland at the next Assizes, on 
the affidavit of the high constable, and the sum, when recovered, should go to 
the credit of the same denomination. 

We are also of opinion that when the levies shall be equalized, the landlord 
*db,u„diorda.re;it. should accept the receipt for payment of them, (which the high constable 
should give without a stamp), on account of the rent reserved on all future 
contracts.

levy. created by raising an advance levy on each, to the amount of the ordinary half- 

yearly Presentments, which should rest in the Treasurer’s hands, available in 
the following manner : — 
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One third of the work being executed, the overseer should be entitled to 
apply to the Magistrates assembled at the Petty Sessions of the district, (not 
fewer in number’than three being present), for payment on account of the Pre- 
sentments, who should examine the overseers upon oath ; and being satisfied 
that the sum required will not exceed one third of the sum granted, and that 
so much has been fairly expended, the chairman should be empowered to sign 
orders on the Treasurer, to pay the amount out of the funds appropriated to 
that purpose, when two thirds of the Presentments shall be executed, and a 
certificate signed by the engineer of the district, that he approves of the manner 
in which the work is going on ; that in his opinion two thirds of it have been 
done ; and, specifying the time of his inspection thereof, a similar application 
should be authorized to the Magistrates at Petty Sessions, and a like order 
obtained on the Treasurer for a further payment on account, provided a full 
third of the original grant shall remain unapplied in the Treasurer’s hands, until 
the whole of the Presentment shall be executed and accounted for. 



Such a provision for payments in ready money would be necessary only for 
one Assizes, for the gross amount of the Presentments continuing to be raised 
in the usual way, the fund would be replenished at each Assizes, and available 
for future advances.

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altogether, liable as we conceive that method of accounting is to strong 
objections. 

We have confined our Report to those points which appear to us most pro- 
minent, and requiring the earliest improvement in the Code of Laws which at 
present govern the proceedings of the Grand Jury. We are not the less sensi- 
ble that a variety of other matter connected with their duties, needs an amend- 
ment of the Acts now in force; and we earnestly recommend, that prompt and 
active exertions may be made for the revision, correction and consolidation of 
all the Laws respecting the functions of this important branch of our civil 
institutions.

Y OL^ have been in the habit of attending grand juries ? — I have of late. Major (ieu. 

Do you think, that during the period when a grand jury is impannelled, there Rkhardjiou.ke^ 
is an opportunity afforded to them for the due performance of their civil functions, 
with respect to presentments ?— Their time is, I think, very short ; but I do not 
think any time that could be given, unless they went into the examination of evi- 
dence, would enable persons to decide fairly respecting every presentment that comes 
before a grand jury. 

What is the general impression prevalent amongst the community at large, with 
respect to the principles by which the civil functions of grand juries are directed ?-— 

I believe the general impression is, that presentments are obtained very much by 
favour. 

Do you think that that impression, existing with regard to the performance of 
their civil duties, produces any effect upon the public impression which exists with 
respect to the performance of their criminal duties ? — 1 have no doubt that such is 
the case, that a person who knows that he procures the passing of a presentment 
from the interference of some particular person on the grand jury, may also think 
that he can get a bill thrown out, or found, by the same means. 

At the same time you have not known any instances of the discharge of the cri- 
minal duties of grand juries, which would warrant such an inference? — I have not 
known any instance whatever. 

What system would you propose to substitute for the present grand jury system 
in Ireland, with respect to civil matters, presentments for roads ? — I should think 
it would be desirable to put the repairs of all the smaller roads in the county, upon 
the same system that roads are repaired in England, by the appointment of pa- 
rochial surveyors, and by levying a rate upon the parish for the support of those 
roads : and X think that the principal roads, those that run all through the county 
and communicate with other roads in the adjoining counties, should be placed 
under a county surveyor, and the repairs presented for. 

By the grand jury ?— By the grand jury, I should say, certainly ; and I think it 
would be desirable hereafter, if the magistrates become, wbat I expect they will 
when a better svstem of recommendation is adopted, that the whole of the English 
system should be resorted to. 

That the repairs should be canied on under the superintendence of the magis- 
trates? — Yes; and the rate laid on by them at sessions. 

Do you conceive that would induce many men of fortune and education, who 
are not now magistrates, to become so?~I am sure such would be the case. 

There are many persons of this description, who are now regular in their attend- 
ance on grand juries, who would take the commission, if they found that the care 
of the county rate was transferred from the grand jury to the magistracy, and thus 
some valuable magistrates would be gained to the county. 

Do you think that a great saving would be effected to the public, by the altera- 
tion you have suggested ? — A very considerable saving, particularly in the repair 
of the more private roads ; I am sure the parish roads could be kept in perfect 
order for half the money that is now levied. 

Are not the county rates very much complained of? — Very much complained of; 
not only on account of the sum that is levied, but of the manner in which it is 
levied.

What is the value of the land upon which you pay six or seven shillings an 
acre .

Do you conceive it would be an improvement upon the present system, if in the 
case of all future assessments, the county rate was charged upon the landlord 
and not upon the occupant ? — I think it would be very desirable to charge it unnn

Do you not conceive that that would produce considerably more economy in 
the presentments made by the grand juries ? — I think it would. ^ 

Is the amount you have stated yourself to have paid for county rates at all 
owing to an inequality in the mode of levying them?— No, I think not- I think 

owing to the largeness of the sum levied. ’ 

Does not the favouritism that exists in grand juries, with regard to presentments 
arise a good deal from the power they at present possess, of presenting to oar’ 

ticular individuals by name?— I believe so. ® ^ 

Is not the influence of landlords in this way, exercised on behalf of their tenants 
frequently ? — Frequently. 

Then if by an alteration of the laiv, the grand jury had only to determine upon 
the propriety of the work, and not upon the name of the individual who was to 
execute it, would not that source of favouritism be removed ? — Tliat source would 
certainly; but I think it is very hard to require the grand jury to decide upon the 
propriety of the work ; I think it is very hard to require a gentleman, living in the 
eastern part of the county, to decide upon the propriety of a work to be executed 
in the western part. 

So far as that system of favouritism exists, you think it would be materially les- 
^ned, if the grand jury had not to decide upon the person, but upon the work?— 



Then in the event of a work being decided upon by the grand jury, the execution 
of that work being open to free competition, and being given to the lowest bidder 
do you not conceive there w'ould be greater economy in the execution of public 
works ? — I think there would, much more than at present prevails. 

Have you any doubt that the levies of county rates in Ireland would, in this way 
be materially diminished ? — 1 have no doubt that they would. 

Do you think that most of the [presentments are at too high a rate’— I think 
they are. 

Then if there were a county surveyor or other county officer appointed, who 
slmuld be bound to make a report upon the execution of the work, would not that 
afford a security to the public, that not only the system of favouritism would be 
excluded by the first means, and economy introduced by the second, but that there 
was a due execution of the work by the tliird ?— So far in the last particular as 
you can depend upon the surveyoi-. ’ 

If there was, in addition to the report of the surveyor only, the ordinary re- 
medy by traverse preserved, do not you think that would afford a sufficient check ? 
— It would afford a greater check. 

Have you been able to perceive any difference in the constitution of grand juries, 
in counties at large, from the constitution of grand juries in cities and towns cor- 
porate ? — Very considerable. The grand juries in the counties I know best are 
selected from the most respectable persons in the county ; in the city of Limerick, 
which is the city I know best, the grand juries do not represent the wealth, or the 
intellect or the respectability of the city and liberties. 

In point of fact, are not the most respectable persons, in point of station and 
property, including some of the magistrates, constantly omitted in the grand jury 
panels of cities and towns corporate ?— Constantly and systematically omitted in 
the city which I have named. 

Does not that produce a distrust with respect to the execution of the duties, 
both civil and criminal, of those grand juries ?— No doubt it does ; and such is very 
loudly expressed. 

To what cause do you attribute the exclusion of the most respectable persons, 

and those best qualified within the city and liberties, from grand juries? The 

sheriffs in the city are appointed by the corporation, and they summon none but the 
friends of the corporation to sit upon that grand jury, with some very few ex- 
ceptions.

P nt of sheriffs in corporate places was to be put upon the same footing with the 
appointment of sheriffs in counties at large, it would remedy that evil. 

^po the gentlemen attend by baronies in the grand juries you are acquainted with ? 
—They decide upon presentments altogether; but when the presentments of a par- 
ticular barony are called on, those gentlemen who reside in that barony generally 
take an active part in either passing or rejecting the presentment. 

Have you ever seen any thing of the following practice at grand juries, where 
gentlemen act by baronies, “ Give me this presentment, and I will give you the one 
to follow?”—! have heard of such things, certainly; I believe such practice does 

Do you not consider the establishment of an officer, in the shape of a county sur- 
veyor, is necessary for the preservation of the public works and public buildings of 
the counties in Ireland?--! think so; I think it would save the counties considerable 
expense. We had an opportunity of observing, that some short time ago in 
Limerick some repairs were wanted to the court-house, and if the state of the roof 
had not been accidentally discovered, it would very soon have fallen in. The court- 
house has not been built many years, and cost, I believe, 30,000/. It is not the 
duty of any person to examine the state of repair of public buildings, and they are 
consequently much neglected.

HAVE you acted as a grand juror?— I have frequently. 

Do you conceive that the grand jury have the means, from time and information, 
of performing the civil duties which are committed to their charge by the existing 
laws r— I do not think they have time to do it as effectually as they ought. 

What is the general impression that you have found prevailing amongst the people 
at large, with regard to the mode of administering the civil functions of grand juries ; 
is it considered that they are impartially administered, or that a system of favouritism 
prevails in the disposal of presentments of the public money?— The grand jury, 
sitting always in private with closed doors, must give a suspicion that favouritism 
exists ; at the same time I do not know that any other body could be instituted 
which would be more perfect ; we all partake of the infirmities of human nature. 

Do you consider that if the grand jury were called upon merely to decide as to 
the expediency of a public work, without deciding upon the person who was to 
execute that work, that the suspicions of favouritism w’ould be diminished? — They 
certainly would ; but even the work itself may be a work which may be supposed to 
be beneficial to some one individual, rather than to the public. 

Is not one of the greatest grounds of complaint, that in the execution of those 
works, tlie performance is sometimes given, or supposed to be given to the tenants 
of particular individuals, or persons connected with particular lands ?— It is. 

Tlien in the event of the grand jury only deciding upon the work itself, that 
ground of suspicion would be removed? — Certainly ; but I should think it very desir- 
able, in all new works to be undertaken, that a public engineer of such chwacler as 
Mr. Griffith or Mr. Killaly should give his opinion as to the propriety of it. 

In the event of the grand jury only deciding upon the expediency of the work 
itself, and the execution of it being given to a contractor, and a fair and open 
system of contract being pursued, do you not think there would be a great saving 
of the public money? — Certainly; and very great economy, if the money was 
received at once, instead of the workmen waiting for a long time, as they now do; 
and it would be still greater in the case of supervisors, who have still longer to 
"ail. • 5 V 

Has the system of supervisorships been acted upon m your counties ? — Yes. 

What is the result of it? — I think our roads are better than ever they were; 
and I think our taxes are not greater, though there is the expense of the constables, 
in addition. . . 

Are there any mconveniences in the present supervisorship system, which jfou 
think capable of being remedied ?— I think that the payment of the money being 
<lelayed so long, is a very great deficiency, perhaps the greatest ; and I think it 
would be very desirable, if every road in the county was viewed by some surveyor 
going over them occasionally, unconnected with the county.

Have you ever felt the necessity of appointing a public officer in the shape of an 
engineer or a county surveyor, to report, not only upon the roads, but upon the 
preservation of the bridges, court-houses, gaols, and other public works?— I think 
U would be a very great advantage ; but I would rather prefer having a surveyor of 
higher character of a circuit or a province, wiih other surveyors appointed under liim 
■who should report to him, and for whose report he should be answerable. ’ 

Do you conceive there would be any difficulty in finding individuals qualified to 
act m those offices at_ present, in Ireland ? — I should think not; the duties are verv 
simple; what is required, would be very easily taught. ^ 

Is not there a considerable. school ot civil engineering growing up in Ireland in 
consequence of bog-surveys and other public works that have been carried on?-- 
Under the bog surveys, in which I was one of the commissioners, we trained un 
a very considerable number of excellent engineers. ^ 

If there is any existing distrust of tiie mode in which the grand juries administer 
their civil functions in Ireland, and if it is at all suspected that favouritism prevails 
there, do you not think it likely that it creates, however unjustiy, a distrust of the 
mode in which their criminal functions may sometimes be administered '~I think 
the distrust of their criminal proceedings arises from a political cause. 

Is there not an impression, that influence may procure either the throwine out of 
a bill, or the finding of a bill before grand juries ?— It might have been the case 
formerly ; but I think it is hardly thought of now. 

Is there the same trust and confidence in grand juries at sessions, that there is in 
t^he grand juries at the assize courts ?~I never heard any distrust of them expressed 
but the bills they find are not of so much importance as the others. ’ 

Is there not a considerable difference, in different counties, in the confidence that 
is left.' — Unquestionably very great. 

Do you think there is a difference in the conduct of the grand juries, which is 
proportionate to this difference of opinion?— I dare say there is some, whether it is 
proportionate to that I cannot say. 

You have stated, timt you conceive that tiie eslahiishmenl of an office for nubile 
prosecutions would be advisable ? — I do. ^ 

Do you not conceive, that the poor are chiefly made acquainted with the taw at

. ave they increased in your recclieclion ?-Ti.ey ii.ve ennsiderahij increased. 

Have they doubled ?-No; I tl.mk w,tl,in 11, e last litteei, or tweby years they 
have increased from about 5 to fi, 000 A annually. 

\ou ineai, tliat tiie annual amount of them is 5 or 6,000/. more than it was 
ntlcen or twenty years ago .' — I do. 

In your opinion, are not a considerable number of the charges that are now 
thrown upon the occupying tenants for improvements of tliat nature, that ought 
rather, to belong to the landlord than tl.e to.,ant?-I do not consider tLrfhe 
improvements Hiat are made with the money levied off the occupying tenant would 

be done at all if It rested With the landlord. ^ s 'vouiu 

The question refers to the various permanent improvements ; do not vou think 
they would be more properly charged upon the landlord tliaii upon the icupying 

tenant ? 
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Jenant? — Permanent improvements ought more properly to be charged on the land- A. ^ 
lord than the tenant, and I think great advantage might result from it, and produce 
a degree of economy which does not exist at present. . r , . i Mav 

Would it not also have the etFect of throwing a considerable portion of the bur- 1825. 

then where it should rest, and enable the assessments for roads to be more liberal 
than they at present are ?— It ought to have that effect, but I am much afraid that 
the charge, if thrown upon the landlord, would be levied off the tenant in some 



other snape. 

You have stated that the increase in the county presentments has amounted to 
about 5,000/. within the last twenty years; are you aware that that increase has 
arisen in consequence of the increased burthens w'hich Acts of Parliament have 
necessarily imposed upon the county? — That has added much to it. 

Then the Committee are to understand that the grand juries of those counties 
have no option left to them with respect to imposing those burthens? In many 
cases it is imperative upon them. ... 

What proportion of the whole money granted by presentments is it imperative 
upon grand juries to grant?— I am not quite able to state the relative proportion 
which the sum that it is imperative on the grand jury to grant, to that which is not 
imperative ; the charges that are imperative are many ; for instance, formerly there 
was a charge upon persons tried, as well convicted as acquitted, and those persons 
paid their own fees ; the countv must now pay them. There has been also an increase, 
under Act of Parliament, in the salaries of the different ofBcers ; an improved system 
in tlie gaols ; dispensaries established ; all those things have added very considerably 
to the expense, but what the aggregate is I cannot take upon me to say. 

Has not the expense of the police formed a part? — The police has not yet been 
chargeable upon the county ; in addition to that, there is at this moment an asylum 
for the reception of one hundred lunatics, and that is to be added. 

Has that been yet charged as part of the county rate? — It has not yet, but will 
be charged as part of the county rate; the asylum is about to be opened, and the 
police is just now established ; the government have hitherto advanced the money 
for both; but it is understood that the different counties concerned in the asylum 
establishment, are to repay to the government, not only the money advanced for the 
erection of the building, but the sum advanced for commencing its establishment. 

But neither the police nor the lunatic asylum can account for the past increase 
you have adverted to? — They cannot. ^ . 

Do not you think that above one-half of the money that is voted by grand juries, 
is actually im[>erative upon the counties? — Not so great a proportion ; perhaps one- 
third of it may. 

Do not you think that those burthens, which have been thus imposed upon 
counties by Act of Parliament, account in a great degree for the increase you have 
mentioned in the county rates? — They do in part. ^ 

Is not your gaol also in a much superior condition to what it was fifteen years 
ago? — Considerably improved. 

Do you think that the increased expense thus imposed upon the county, in con- 
sequence of the improvements of the gaol, is grudged by the county, or is consideied 
an improper expenditure of the public money — 1 think it is held a very correct and 
appropriate expenditure of the public money ; the present inspector of the gaol has 
rendered the public great service by his attention, and has reduced the expenses 
even below one half what they were three years ago. 

Do not you think that the establishment of this lunatic ^ylum is also highly 
necessary and called for, from the miserable manner in which those unfortunate^ 
creatures were treated before? — There is scarcely any measure that could have 
been more beneficial; for w’hen an unhappy person in any family among the lower 
orders became deranged, the effect of that upon the family was almost rum ; it 
interfered with all their industry, with all their comfort ; and as the small house m 
which the peasant of the country generally resides did not admit of having a separate 
•tpartment for this unhappy person, the consequence was, that the family were 
deprived, not only of all comfort, but really were prevented following their usual 
habits of industry. . 1 j • . 

Do not you thiuk that the introduction of the police will also be attended with 
increased satisfaction on the part of the inhabitants of the country r I am quite 
satisfied of it. 

In what state arc your roads in the county of Armagh ?— Our roads are tolerably, 
good, but I am free to confess, not quite so good as I think they ought to be. 

r 3 Are 
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Are they too numerous ? — They are. 

, Is not the great number of the roads one of the chief causes of comnlaint? 

I consider it so. ^ 

Have you any reason to suppose that the money which is voted by the oranH 
Junes for the repair of roads, or for making roads, is improperly expended^— In 
many cases I believe it is. j t- ■ in 

You think there is a laxity in accounting for the expenditure of that money 
There is a general feeling on the part of the people, that what is public money thev 
can expend without that care which is usually practi.sed where individuals are con^ 
cerned ; and the overseers usually appointed to superintend those roads are persons' 
I may say, totally ignorant of the nature of the office they undertake ,■ that, I think’ 
produces, in a great measure, a waste of the public money, which, if i’t was in 
judicious hands, might be expended to much more advantage. 

Do you not find that presentments passed by the grand jury are much higher than 
the work to be accomplished requires?— I can stale an instance that occmred with 
respect to myselt ; there was a presentment granted for the repair of a road the 
overseer said it was not sufficient ; I was anxious to have the thing done, and I ’said 
if you Hill not undertake it I shall send iny own men to do it; I did so • I did it 
infinitely better than he would have done it, and I saved 8/. to the county.’ 

What was the amount of that presentment ? — Between 30 and 40/. 

Do you serve upon the Armagh grand jury ? — I do. 

Is it usual for every vole of money which is proposed to the grand iury to be 
discussed by the grand jury at large, or to be referred to a committee ?— Every vote 
for a presentment on the county at large, undergoes the consideration of the body 
at large; but presentments for the baronies, which are eight in number are suh 
mitted to committees. ’ 

Does it happen on the grand jury of the county of Armagh, that any of those 
baronies are represented by two gentlemen?— -It does. 

Then the committee are to understand that those two gentlemen have, in point 
of fact, the voting of all the money that is levied off that barony ?— It is the case. 

Has that led to abuses, or to jobs ?— It necessarily throws into the hands of those 
gentlemen the different presentments made ; whether they are abused or not I am 
not prepared to say ; this much I will say for the grand jury of the county of 
Armagh, that I believe there are nobody, under similar circumstances, that are 
more pure and chaste than they are. 

Do you find that the necessity of submitting all presentments which come after- 
w'ards before a grand jury to the magistrates assembled at special sessions, has at 
all tended to correct the spirit of jobbing?— I am rather inclined to think it has not. 
if the construction of the law be what J understand it is. I think it is defeated • a 
circumstance occurred to prove that at the last October sessions, which, if permitted 
I will state. A person appeared to account for a certain sum expended, and in the 
particulars of the charge he charged 2^. iirf. a ton for the broken stones that were 
laid on that road; another overseer adjoining brought in his charge, in which he 
only charged is. gd. I was induced to inquire into the particulars; I examined 
some evidences upon llie question, and the testimony of those persons who were 
cal ed, went to say, that the charge was an excessive one, and that it ouiilit to be 
reduced. I took upon me to reduce it. and for fear that particular circumstances 
might have occurred, that might have led to an increase of the charge, I allowed the 
man 2#. a ton, by which means a saving of 4/. to the county took place. At the last 
assizes the individual applied to the grand jury to be reimbursed this savinir of 4/. 
stating, that the magistrates had gone beyond their authority in withdrawmia the 
sum ; the matter was referred to the judge, the judge’s opinion was, that the masis- 
trates, at special sessions, had not a right to withdraw the sum, unless the present- 
ment itself be traversed and tried upon its merits ; this is, as I understand it, the 
construction of the law. Now, m order to entitle a magistrate to act under that law, 
he is obliged to take a very serious oath, to swear that he is not only possessed of 
a certmn property, but that he will discharge the duties entrusted to him justly and 
honestly. I do consider, that under the oath that a magistrate takes on presiding 
at those special sessions, if the construction be as I have stated, then no magistrate 
can safely take the oath, and I would decline doing so. 

The uiconvemence you have stated, arose from a decision of the magistrates 
£aS^"^^ presentment?- -It was upon the accounting 

Had 
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Had that presentment for making the road been submitted to the magistrates 
assembled at special sessions previous to its coming before the grand jury and re- 
ceiviiig their adoption? — It had received their approbation certainly ; what came 
jjefore me was the accounting affidavit, and it was in the account that 1 referred to 
that I saw the excess of charge. 

Do you think that the previous judgment of the special sessions does any good as 
to controlling the grand juries?— It gives publicity to the act itself, which k de- 
sirable, no doubt; but the indisposition of people to traverse any road, unless from 
motives, perhaps of unkind feeling, is very great ; no man is willing to become 
an informer, as he terms it. 

Do not the magistrates indorse an opinion upon the back of the presentment, 
when it is necessary ?— The magistrates, at special sessions, have either to approve 
or reject the proposed presentment, and in either case they signify their approval 
or rejection on the back of the overseer’s affidavit, assigning their reasons. ^ 

Is that opinion attended to afterwards by the grand juries ?— Certainly it is, but 
I have known instances in which it has been set aside. 

Do the f^rand jury, in the cases you have known, annex the title of the Act, on 
which the presentment is grounded, to the presentment, in the manner that the law 
requires of them ?— They do to the larger part of the presentments; what is called 
the broad sheet, has reference to the Act under which the presentment is made. 

Do not you conceive, that the being obliged to affix the title of the Act upon 
which the presentment is grounded, is a considerable check to granting presentment# 
not authorized by law? — Yes. 

Do the judges look at the presentments regularly in that respect?— Minutely. 

Do you think if magistrates assembled at special sessions had more power, that 
they would attend more to the business of the previous examination of present- 
ments? — I do not. 

Do you think if the magistrates had the power of putting a veto upon any present- 
ment, that they would not be more inclined to attend to the business of road 
making ? — Probably they would ; at the same time I must observe, it is not an easy 
matter to get magistrates to attend. 

Are not the Committee right in supposing, that the disinclination of magistrates 
to attend at those special sessions, and to attend to the business of road making, is 
that they find their decisions overlooked entirely by the grand jury, and find them- 
selves entirely powerless as to any remedy ? — The representation of the magistiates, 
unless under any particular circumstances, is invariably attended to j it is very seldom 

set aside. 1 -r u i, j 

Do not you think the magistrates would be more inclined to atteiid, if they had 
the power of putting a negative upon any useless presentment? — I think it probable 
they would. . * /• t> 

Was there any provision for the maintenance of lunatics before that Act of Par- 
liament, which gave the Lord Lieutenant the power of building a lunatic asylum, 
upon a memorial from grand juries? — Occasionally persons labouring under that 
unhappy affliction, were committed by the magistrate to gaol ; if the family of the 
party came forward, and lodged an information before tlie magistrate, that they were 
in danger from the violent disposition of this lunatic, the magistrate had the power 
of committing the lunatic to the gaol ; but he was generally enlarged again as soon 
as it was possible to do so, from the inconvenience thereby created in the gaol. 

There was no power of maintaining idiots? — None whatever. 

Was it not, within your memory, a most disgusting sight in Ireland, to see the 
number of idiots and lunatics wandering about the country ?— Exceedingly so. 

Do not you approve of that power which is given to the Lord Lieutenant, of pro- 
viding, upon the memorial of grand juries, an asylum for those unfortunate objectsr 
—I highly approve of it. ■ e • 

Is not it your opinion, from long experience, that a grand jury, from its very con- 
stitution, is a body unfit for the performance of the duties which are imposed upon 
it? — The very limited time that the grand jury have to do their business, certainly 
disqualifies them in a great measure from doing it as it ought to be done : and I have 
always been of opinion, that the grand jury possess an extensive power over the 
public money, that ought to belong to Parliament alone ; a limitation of that power 
therefore very desirable. 

Do not you think it would be very desirable to take the power of road-making 
altogether out of the hands of the grand jury?— If a better system could bs 
c 4 adopted, 
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S- " ciously expended. There is an Act, called the Ulster Vestry Act, which empowers 

3 May, parishes to present the sum of 2 or 3 d. an acre, and not more, for the purpose of 

i8«5. repairing cross-roads, not county roads ; and I generally have observed, that 20# 

of that money so presented went further than double tlie sum of the county monev ■ 
and that is one reason which induces me to say, that there ought to be a limitation 
to the power of grand juries. In the special sessions which have been referred to 
I have found the greatest possible benefit from occasionally referring to a surveyor’ 
who has been employed to survey the county ; it is impossible for a magistrate in 
a distant part of the county, to know the merits of all the claims that are sent in 
and occasionally I have sent myself for that man ; I have found the most beneficial 
effect arise from his information ; he vvas able to state whether the road was a public 
road, whether the sum was moderate, whether it was a thing that ought to be taken 
into consideration ; and I suppose, that on the testimony of this man, that I have 
disapproved of hundreds of presentments that were sent in, and I never found any 
overseer that was able to prove that his statement was incorrect ^ 

Do not you find tha.t works done by grand juries, are very differently executed 
from those done by private individuals ? — As different as possible. 

You mean much worse? — Certainly. 

Are they not generally executed in such a manner as to insure the repnition of 
the work within a reasonable period ?— They are ; at least so as very shortly after 
to require fresh repair. ^ 

For instance the parapets of bridges, are they not executed in such a way as 
generally to last for three or four years only, and to insure the renewal of them at 
the end of that timer — It is constantly the ca.se. 

Does any remedy occur to your mind for preventing abuses of that kind ? The 

two measures that I have already stated to the Committee, I think, will lead to 
-a remedy that m some measure might correct the evil ; one is a limitation of the 
grand jury m the rate and aggregate amount of assessments that they make, wdiich 
possibly might lead to a little more care in the public expenditure, and tiiereby be 
productive of benefit; another remedy I would propose is by the appointment of 
an engineer, such as I have stated, to look at the roads, and see whether they really 
were roads that required repair, and whether the quantum of money that was askecl 
-was a reasonable sum. 

What IS that Ulster Vestry Act which you alluded to?— It is an Act confined 
to the province of Ulster, but I am sorry to say it is about to expire. Allow roe 
here to add, that a further relief might be given to the county in which 1 reside 
by placing turnpikes on every public road. The county of Armagh is so circum- 
stanced that It IS m the line of communication between interior counties and the 
ports of Belfast and Newry, and the constant carriage of slaughtered pigs, butter, 
flax and yarn, and the return of those carts with slates and timber, cuts up the road 
very much, and subjects us to a very heavy charge, of which the carriers of those 
articles ought to bear a proportion. 

Have you any officers in the county of Armagh who perform the duty of sur- 
• veyors of the roads, called Conservators of the roads ?— -They were appointed but 
they were found useless, and discontinued. ’ 

thought it would be advantageous that some limitation 
should be put to the powers of the grand jury, what limitation do you mean?— 
I mean a corresponding limitation with that in the Ulster Vestry Act, that the 
grand jury should have the power of levying only so much an acre, which micht 
produce an economy that would be very beneficial. 

Might not that have the effect, from the circumstance of the large sums of 
money that are presented for public officers, and other purposes, of leaving the 
roads without any provision at all ? — A sum much more moderate than what is 
annually presented for roads ought to keep them in better repair than they are at 
present. •’ 

Do not you think the effect of that would be, that the maximum would always 
be vot^ by the grand jury, and that the same laxity of overlooking the expendi- 
ture ot the money would prevail ?— The maximum I am sure would be always voted, 
but even so that maximum would be less than the rate at which road presentments 
are now granted. ^ 

You stated that you think the appointment of a surveyor would be useful 
I do. 

Why 
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•^hy has the appointment of conservators of the roads been given up by the 
county of Armagh ? — The appointment of conservators of the roads was given up 
from their being found totally useless, because they were afraid of incurring the 
resentment of a grand juror, and therefore did not like to come forward and state 
what was their real opinion of any mismanagements that occurred. 

What reason have you to suppose that a surveyor would be more useful than 
a conservator of roads? — He should be a superior description of person, and ought 
not to be under the control of the grand jury, but altogether independent of them, 
so as thereby not to be subject to any apprehension for lumself in creating the ill- 
will of any grand juror. The grand jury must still have a great deal to do with the 
Qjanageraent of the public roads. I would restrict them in some measure. 

The power of the grand jury applies to cross roads as well as to main roads? — It 
does, but not what I call the parish roads, to which the Ulster Vestry Act applies 
exclusively. _ 

If the Ulster Vestry Act was to expire would not the power ol the grand 
juries apply to parish roads?— Not unless it should be proved that the parish road 
itself had been a county road. 

What is the title, chapter, and date of the Ulster Vestry Act ? — It was an Act 
passed in the Irish Parliament, and known by the name of the Ulster Vestry 




Do you think it would be a desirable thing to transfer the making and repair ot 
what are called the baronial roads to the different parishes and baronies?— If 
the question has reference to the execution of the work, I am free to say, that per- 
sons more competent to execute the work might be found than those employed at 
present, who are in too many cases ignorant of the nature of the employment, and 
men very little to be confided in. 

You stated, that the previous special sessions for the examination of presentments, 
were in your opinion useless ?— They have not been productive of so much bene 6 t 
as I expected ; but still they produce a publicity with regard to the intended work, 
of which it is very desirable that people should avail themselves j still few are willing 
to come forward. 

Was it not on the occasion of that previous inquiry at special sessions, that an 
opportunity was afforded to you, by procuring the evidence of the surveyor, to have 
rejected applications which you considered ought not to have been made?— 



It was. 

Then you have no doubi that the inefficacy of the special ses.sious, in those cases 
in which they have been found inefficient, results from the difficulty of obtainiug 
evidence? — It does. 

Are you aware thatit was proposed to Parliament, upon more than one occasion, 
for the amendment of the grand juries, to have county surveyors, such as you have 
described? — I know it was suggested. 

Can you inform the Committee what was the opinion of those who took an in- 
terest in this subject, in the northern counties of Ireland, with respect to such an 
appointment? — It was generally considered that if efficient officers had been ap- 
pointed, it would have been attended with the greatest possible advantage. 

Will you have the kindness to state what class of persons generally attended at 
vesti'ies, for passing grants for the repair of the parochial roads, under the Ulster 
Vestry Act you have spoken of ?— The vestries were generally composed of all the 
respectable parishioners ; I have occasionally attended them myself. 

Did the proprietors generally attend?— Not the proprietors, but the occupying 
tenantry did. 

To what rate of assessment did they confine themselves? — They generally took 
the maximum; either 2d. or 3</. per acre. 

Was there any qualification necessary for attendance at the vestries? — I never 
heard of any. 

Do you mean to inform the Committee, that the population in general attended 
there ? — All the parishioners who hold ground generally attend there. 

What was the latest occasion on which you saw any meeting under this Act ?- • 
I think about three years since ; the September vestry is that in which presentments 
for roads are made. 

Are you aware of the provisions of the county of Dublin Act ? — 1 am not. 

Do you think it would be an advisable thing to limit the grand jury to the main 
roads, leaving the parochial roads to be managed entirely by the parishes r — Such 
a measure might, under proper regulauons, be attended with good effect; at the 

,55 5 - 
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same time a vestry, constituted as it is at present, is an exceedingly clamorous 
and turbulent place : and I fear, unless restricted in some way, it would exclude 
many respectable persons who would not like to come forward and enter into 
a controversy. 

Might not the effect of that be, that the parish roads would become entirely out 
of repair ? — I should fear so, without good regulation. 

Is there any power in Ireland for a justice of the peace to present a road at the 
quarter sessions?— Not that I know of. 

Although objection might be felt in some of the counties, to the employment of 
a county surveyor or engineer, for the execution of works, you have no doubt that 
the appointment of such an officer, who might be directed to report upon the appli. 
cations made lor roads, and upon the execution of the works presented, would be 
beneficial ?— I have already stated that an officer of that description might be of 
most essential service to the county. 

The objection which was felt by some persons to such an officer being the exe- 
cutor of the public works, would not be felt to his being employed to report pre- 
viously to their being presented for and after their execution? — I think not. 

Do you think one surveyor would be sufficient for a large county? — Not for 
a large county ; for the county of Armagh one surveyor might be sufficient. 

lor the county of Tyrone.-' — The barony of Dungannon, in the county of Tyrone, 
is larger than the county of Armagh altogether. 

The sufficiency of the surveyor also would obviously depend upon what the duties 
devolved upon him would be; if it was only to report upon applications for roads, 
liave you any doubt that one surveyor would be sufficient? — It might be; but a very 
large county would require a greater degree of exertion than one man might be 
equal to. 

What is the period that generally elapses after the execution of works, previous 
to the accounting? — The next a.ssizes; and if the overseer is not able to complete 
the work before the assizes, an Act of Parliament exists which empowers him to 
account at the October sessions, before the magistrates. 

The majority of works are accounted for at the October sessions ? — They are. 

How many days must elapse between the execution of the work and the first 
day upon which the party can account ?— Six clear days ; he states in his affidavit, 
that the work has been completed six clear days before that on which the sessions 
are held. 

How many days must the application be registered previous to the presentment 
being made, or approbation being given at special sessions, for it to be executed ? — 
Iwenty-ooe days; by placing a notice on the church-door, or in some public 
place. 

Do you not think that, with respect to such works, one survejw to each county 
would be competent to report to the magistrates upon cases of notorious necessity ? 

If it was very limited I dare say he might ; but still in a very large county there 
should be more than one. 

Have you ever calculated, or has it come within your knowledge to know, what 
amount of money has been at any presenting assizes, in addition to what Is expended 
upon roads presented, and allowed for poundage to overseers? — I cannot state it 
with the accuracy I wish. 

You cannot inform the Committee, whether the presentments made in the shape 
of poundage and overseers wages do not amount to more than a sufficient sum to 
defray the expense of a qualified county surveyor? — I should think upon the 
aggregate they would. 

When a new- road is to be made, what is required before the grand jury have 
powder to order it? — A written authority is given by two magistrates to a surveyor, 
desiring him to lay out that new line ot road, and give notice to the parties upon 
whose ground the line of road is to run ; a formal notice is also delivered to the 
treasurer a certain number of days before the assizes ; and those documents are 
brought, first before the special sessions, and being considered there, are either 
allowed or rejected, and then finally submitted to the grand jury, by whom a pre- 
- sentinent is made for the road ; after which, the persons through wiiose ground the 
road is proposed to run have the power of traverse, either upon the merits, or for 
recornpence for the injury done; and at the following assizes to that the grand jury 
present a sum for the commencement of the work. 

When an old road is to be stopped, what process is pursued? — An affidavit is 
brought before the grand jury, stating, that in consequence of a new road having 

been 
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teen completed, the old road has become unnecessary; and then the grand jury A.l^elly, 
possess a power of presenting such old road to be closed. 

Is it your opinion that the precautions which you have mentioned, previous lo ^ 
makinga new road, are sufficient to prevent unnecessary roads being made ? — ^They 1815.’ 

are sufficient to give timely notice to any person who chooses to come forward and 
challenge the merits of that road. 

In your experience, have you ever known any roads made that were of no 
public convenience? — I cannot say that I ever have known any roads made that 
were altogether of no public convenience ; but I have known roads made in which 
a much more judicious line might have been followed. 

Has the line which you did not think judicious been followed owing to any 
private interest, or merely from mistake and ignorance? — I am afraid I must 
attribute it more to private interest than to mistake. 

Then the precautions you mention have not been sufficient to prevent private 
interest having an influence ? — Private interest certainly has in some cases been the 
cause of an injudicious line of road. 

Is it considered an invidious thing to traverse a presentment in such cases r — It 
is considered an invidious proceeding, but I have known many done. 

Is it not necessary to have a regular subpeena before any new road can be passed? 

— 'I'here is always the testimony of a surveyor in favour of the proposed road before 
it can be made. 

Do not you think the practice of making new roads is much less frequent now 
tlian it was ? — Much less frequent. 

Do not you think that that improvement, has arisen in consequence of the strict 
regulations which have been rendered necessary by the last Act of Parliament? — ■ 

They have so operated. 

Do not vou think there is generally more profit resulting from repairing an old 
road than making a new one ? — I am not able to answer that question, but I believe 
there is very considerable profit on both.

You are acquainted with the way in which the county rates are levied in the 
county of Cork?— I am. 

Does it appear to you to be a bad one ? — The system altogether I consider to be 
not only defective, but radically and throughout bad. 

Are there any particular defects in the system, which occur to you, that you 
could point out to the Committee ? — There are so many that I think it would be 
scarcely possible to state them ; but there is one defect, which I think is enough to 
establish the fact, and that is, that I consider all county assessments in the kingdom 
of Ireland, at this moment, illegal. 

Do you consider that there is no law to enable collectors to levy the rates which 
are imposed by the grand juries ? — I do, and for this reason : the present practice 
is, with few exceptions, for the treasurer to issue his warrant to the high constable, 
directing him to levy, generally, upon his barony, the whole amount of the sum to 
which it is subject, and which sum is composed of a certain proportion of the levy 
upon the county at large, and of the gross amount of the baronial presentment ; the 
next proceeding is for the high constable to applot that sum upon all the plough- 
lands within his barony ; except in one or two instances, which I have collected 
from the report of the evidence before this Committee during the last session, I have 
not found any instance of an attempt at an apportionment upon the respective 
plough-lands or town-lands within the parish ; the general course is to applot the 
gross sum upon the entire plough-lands of the barony, placing an equal sum upon 
each, and requiring an applotment from tlie occupiers, as the high constable is em- 
powered to do under the Act of the George the Third, to be furnished by 

tliem within thirty-six days ; and if, he is not furnished with the applotment within 
tl»at period, he considers himself entitled, and such is his practice, to go upon the 
whole or any part of the plough-land, and distrain for the full amount of that sum 
which he has of himself applotted as the due proportion ; distress is taken, and 
instances have occurred in which very serious disturbances have taken place, and 
1 have known an instance in which a life was lost ; but I conceive the high constable 
has no such privilege under the existing law. The Act of the 36th of the' King 
D 2 empowers 
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empowers the high constable, in case he shall not be furnished with that applotment 
prescribed bv the same Act, to go upon the whole or any part of the plough-land 
and distrain for the sum which, by the treasurers warrant, he is required to levy 
upon that manor, parish, or denomination of land ; now the fact is, the treasurers 
warrant does not, except in the instances I have alluded to, specify any sum to be 
levied upon that identical manor, parish or denomination, it is the high constable’s 
own applotment that ascertains that sum ; and therefore my humble opinion is, that 
the high constable has no more right to distrain for that applotment, than he has 
for any other given sum. 

The practice is so, and no resistance is made — Hitherto none that I have 
heard of. 

Do you think it is possible for high constables or collectors to furnish lists of the 
names of all persons that pay county rates? — Under the present system, quite 
impossible. 

You have already stated, that this system which is pursued in levying county 
rates, you consider to be illegal; are there any other evils that you can point out 
as attendant upon this system ? —A great many. In the first place, there has been 
no regulation or estimate either of the contents or the value of the land ; under the 
present system an equal sum is levied upon each plough-land, no matter what its 
extent, or wliat its value may be. Tliere are instances in the county with which 
I am most acquainted, that will exhibit a measure of injustice and inequality tliat 
I apprehend will strike the Committee as sufficiently forcible to render it expedient 
to direct their exertions to have the evil redressed in the most speedy and effectual 
M'ay : for instance, I find in one barony in the cotinty of Cork (and these are only 
very few of a very numerous class of cases), in the barony of Orrery and Kilmore, 
in the county of Cork, I find two parishes, one the parish of Ballihea^, and the 
other the parish of Kilbolam ; the parish of Balliheagh contains, according to the 
estimate that has been returned upon a proceeding that is now going forward in 
the county of Cork, two thousand five hundred and thirty-eight acres ; and the 
acreable tax payable by that parish, according to the assessment of the very last 
assizes, is 15. ^d. and 90/ too parts of a penny, when the acreable tax upon the 
parish of Kilbolam is but 6d. and 45/100 parts, on land of equal quality. In the 
parish of Shandrum, in the same barony, there is a town-laud called Killinay, 
which contains but twenty-five acres, three roods and twenty-seven perches of land, 
and the rate which that town-land pays for the same levy is 9^. yd. and 50/100 
parts; the estimated value of that land is 1/. 12^. per acre. The town-land of 
Clonnahorna, in the same parish, contains three hundred and sixty-one acres and 
thirty-four perches, its rate amounts to 3s. qrf. and 65/100 parts; the value 
1 /. 1 0 per acre ; and in the same parish there is the town-land of Ardagh, con- 

taining four hundred and ninety-two acres, one rood and twenty-seven perches, and 
the rate is 2d. and 86/100 parts to the acre; the value of that land is, however, 
less, it is lOi. 6 d. : but there are still stronger instances. In tlie parish of Liscarrol, 
in the same barony, there is a town-land called Curraghnagore, and its contents only 
twenty-two acres, two roods and twenty-eight perches; and the rate which that 
town-land pays upon the same levy is 6 s. 6 d. per acre, and 20/100 parts; the 
value of the land only 14^. 6 d. The town-land of Knockardbanne contains four 
hundred and twenty-two acres, one rood and twenty-nine perches, and pays only 
15 . 5d. and 2/1 00 parts ; and that land is valued at 165. higher than the former. 
There is in the same parish the town-land of Lackaroe, containing five hundred 
and fifty acres, one rood and thirty-nine perches, pays only 3 d. and 16/100 parts by 
the acre, valued at 1 1 5 . 6 d. It appeared to me to be a case of such severity, that 
I had an estimate made of the value of those three denominations I have now men- 
tioned, and I find ihat that town-land of Curraghnagore is valued at 16/. 85. 8 d. 
and the levy upon that town-land, for these late assizes, amounts to 7/. 75. \od. 
which is at the rate of 95. in the pound. Upon the second denomination of 
Knockardbanne, the estimated value is 33® 4 ^- arid that pays for the present 

rate, 30/- 65. \od. which is only 1 5. 9 1 in the pound; but the third townland 
of Lackaroe is valued at 316/. 75. io<i. and the rate is there only 1 1 /. 165. 8d. 
which comes only to 9 i/. in the pound; so that the Committee will observe the 
town-land of Curraghnagore pays at the rate of 95. in the pound, at the same time 
that the town-land of Lackaroe pays a 94/. There are other instances in that 
barony, and several others not in that barony, of lands under the same circum- 
stances. There are also instances of lands, of considerable extent, tliat are not 

assessed ; 
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,Msed at all. I find, in the parish of Shandrum, in that barony, the lands of 
^ lard containing two hundred and two acres, valued at 25J. an acre, are not 
Messed ; the lands at Clyderagh, containing twenty-seven acres, valued at the rate 
Vt/ an acre, are not assessed ; the lands of Shenana, containing two hundred 
Ld seventy acres, and valued at 1 1 . an acre, pay no cess ; and there is a part of 
Se lands of Armagh, containing eight hundred acres of prime meadow and pasture 
land worth moderately 208. an acre, are not assessed at all; and there is also a 
district, which is called the red bog. of very considerable extent, in the town-lana 
of Kilbolone, the cutting part of which is represented to me as returning to/, an 
acre, pays no county cess. ^ • . *• 

What do you mean, by the red bog returning 10 /. an acre ? — The cutting part ot 
it pays at that rale, for the liberty of taking fuel from it. , • , 

Do you conceive, that the measures now in progress, for a new valuation ot 
Ireland, will remedy the evil of inequality you have alluded to ?— 1 have not a 

'^°ie there any other evils attending the system, besides that of inequality ?— 
I think the whole of the grand jury system requires revision and correctiout the 
manner in which the high constables proceed to levy their collections, appears to 
me to be highly chargeable with imperfections. There are a great many iinprove- 
ments that I would venture to recommend, and which perhaps I may state to the 
Committee, I did offer the grand jury of tire county of Cork, having been called 
upon during the last assizes, to offer suggestions upon the subject; the proceedings 
before this Committee having excited peculiar interest upon that as well as upon 
other subjects; the grand jury applied to me, to suggest such improvements as 
would occur to me, for the improvement of those laws in general, with respect to 
their own proceedings, and the conduct of high constables ; the time allowed to me 
was but short, it was given on the Saturday, and called for oQ the succeeding 
Monday; but in the course of that time, I did put together such suggestions as 
occurred to me, of which I have brought a transcript.

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“ Suggestions for the amendment and improvement of the ^ws respecting 
Presentments by Grand Juries; the applotmenta and collections of County 
Levies; the applications for, and accounting for the expenditure thereof. 
Offered in obedience to the wishes of the Grand Jury of the County Cork, 
at Spring Assizes 1825. 

“ A County Book, framed upon ajust and uniform estimate of the contents and 
value of each barony, and of the several denominations of land within each 
fcasony; and of the towns and liberties that now are, or should be subject to the 
county cess, must be the ground-work of any enactments that will be found effectual 
in regulating the due applotment and collection of the levies. 

“ If the plan that has been proposed, and to some extent acted upon in this 
county, shall be pronounced adequate to the object, it should be forthwith 
sanctioned by legislative authority, and made compulsory. The details of it should 
be the subject of a distinct and specific arrangement. 

“ On the presumption that such a document was now in the possession of this, 
and every other county, the following suggestions are respectfully submitted. 

“ That the local taxations of the country, should continue with the grand juries, 
as the body most interested, and most competent to exercise this privilege with 
intelligence and integrity. 

“ That grand juries should assemble, one day at least, before the cornmission-day 
of each assizes, for the purpose of receiving and inquiring into all applications for 
presentments, and examining into all accounts of former grants; to sit m the county 
court-house, the foreman presiding ; to be sworn by the clerk of the Grown; to 
hear all obiectious, to canvass the merits, and take advantage of all information that 
niay be offered ; the court to be an open one, and notice published by the secretary 
of the grand jury, six clear days before the day of meeting ; this open court to m 
for the purpose of discussion and of examination only ; the decisions on the appli- 
cations to be subsequently in the grand jury room as heretofore. 

“ All applications for presentments, to be posted on the doors of the s^sions 
houses, as well as on the places prescribed by the Acts C«co. 3d, and

® “ Forms of objections or protests to be prescribed against presentments that 

shall be approved of by the magistrates at presentment sessions, and served unon 
the secretary of the grand jury, three days before the grand jury shall assemble 
and to be attached to the applications to which they refer. ’ 

'• A district engineer to be appointed, removable from one district to another or 
altogether from his office, on application to tlie Lord Lieutenant; this officer to be 
a party to all presentments for new roads, bridges, repairs of bridges, and grants 
exceeding the sum of pounds, for repairing all principal roads 

from market town to market town. He should be a man of high character and 
rank in his profession, with one assistant at least, and in this county more would 
be necessary, for whose acts he should be held strictly responsible; all sworn to the 
upright and impartial discharge of their duties. The certificate of the principal 
eu«ineer, in the first instance, as to the expediency of the work, and of him or one 
of his assistants, as to the execution of it, to accompany declarations of the appli- 
cants and ovpeers, and those without any affidavits (save that of tlie engineers to 
the general discharge of their duty,) to be the documents on which presentments 
snail be granted and paid for such works. Forms of certificates and declarations 
to be given in a schedule to the Acts, and all work to be advertised and executed 
by contract. 

Annual parochial inspectoi-s to be appointed, without salary from the county, 
by the magistrates, at the first petty sessions after each spring assizes, to certify all 
applications for repairs of cross-roads, and for which, a sum not exceeding 
pounds shall be required, whether by contract or otherwise ; and to certify also, as 
to the due execution of the work; such certificates to accompany those of the 
overseers and contractors. The inspectors to be sworn on their appointment, to 
the honest and impartial discharge of their duty ; to be compellable to serve one 
year, and no longer, (as churchwardens are,) and those certificates, without any 
other affidavit, to be the documents on which grants and payments for such works 
shall be made. 



No presentments to be granted for' repairs, unless accompanied by a contract, 
for keeping the road in repair for years, at a moderate rate 

per perch. 

Supervisors to be abolished, and contracts continued, with an allowance as far 
as one shilling and sixpence per perch, where necessary, and in special instances 
only. All applications for repairs of cross-roads, requiring a sum exceeding 
pounds, to be certified by the engineer or his assistants ; and 
the principal engineer to be at liberty to certify for contracts to any amount he may 
think necessary. ^ 

“ Provision to be made for paying labourers their hire weekly, without subjecting 
them to the inconvenience, and it is to be feared, the imposition which grows out of 
the present system of a current account with the overseer or contractor. For this 
purpose, it may be advisable to raise one half the amount of the contracts at the 
assizes, when it is accepted. 

“ All applications decided on in (he negative, on the merits by the magistrates to 
be considered as disposed of conclusively for the time, and not referred to the grand 
jury at the next assixes. ® 

If parochial inspectors should be considered entitled to any remuneration for their 
trouble, or such expense as they may be exposed to, it should be provided by act of 
vestry. They should be required to make reports, and finable for neglect by the 
magistrates at petty sessions. They should have the power of removing nuisances 
m a summary way, and authority to call upon the police for assistance. 

“ When the CountyBook shall be framed, the sum to be levied on eacli plouah-land, 
will be applotted by the treasurer, according to its value and contents, and specified 
in his warant to the high constable, who should, within ten days after his receipt of 
it, serve notices throughout his barony; each notice specifying the sum to which 
each plough-land is liable, and requiring two principal landholders toapplot the money 
among the occupiers, and to furnish him with such applotments (of which there 
should be a specific form given,) within ten days, under a penalty of five pounds on 
each of those applotters. With any dispute or objection to such applotments, the

hiflh constable should have nothing to do. He should act upon it as conclusive, and K. DeLa Cour, 

not be interrupted in his collection, nor in anywise responsible for any overcharge ; ^ — / 

but the party thinking himself aggrieved by such applotment, should have a power ^ 

of appeal to the magistrates at petty sessions against the applotters, and against such ,825. 

occupiers as he can prove have been underrated to his prejudice, and against the 

applotments altogether, and his complaint shall be disposed of by the court, as to 

justice shall appertain ; the magistrates being empowered to fine the applotters, if 

manifest injustice shall be proved against them. On failure of such applotment by 

the persons so required to furnish the same, the high constable should be empowered, 

as be is now supposed to be, to enter upon the whole or any part of a plough-land, 

and distrain for the full amount, charging one shilling in the pound of such distress, 

and after sale, rendering the overplus, if any, to the owner. 

“ On receiving such applotments, the high constable shall give twenty-one days 
notice, that he will attend by himself or his deputy, at some convenient town or 
place, naming the same, on a slated day, to receive the levies of each parish ; and 
i7 the whole Ihall not be paid in one day, he shall then appoint a second day for a 
like attendance, and so a third, allowing an interval of not less than six days between 
each appointed day ; and giving notice, that for all such sums as shall not be paid 
on the third appointed day, he will forthwith distrain and sell ; and all payments 
after such third day of attendance, shall be chargeable with one shilling in the 
pound, whether by distress or otherwise, as if distress had been actually made and 

disposed of. . , . r u .1 

“ High constables to be legally authorized to appoint deputies, lor whom they 
should be responsible, and to call for the assistance of the police, in case of need. 

They should also be finable by the grand jury for any malfeasance in office, either 
by themselves or their deputies, to the amount of twenty pounds, with an appeal to 
the court. Of course they should be dismissible for misconduct, and their premium 
should certainly be advanced to one shilling in the pound. 

“ The securities of high constables should be strictly inquired into, and passed to 
the amount of one third more than their probable collections, and to continue in 
force without periodical renewals, during the lives and solvency of the sureties, or 
during the continuance in office of the high constable. They should be approved of 
bv the magistrates at a presentment session in each barony ; after the passing of the 
Act, due notice being published by the grand jury secretary, that they will come 
under consideration, and a notice served by the high constable on the secretary, 
specifying the securities he means to bring forward ; and which should be executed 
in the presence of the magistrates, witnessed by the secretary, and one other 
respectable person, and endorsed by the chairman. 

“ The sureties should be at liberty to withdraw their responsibility, giving notice 
of such intention from one assize to another, that the collection may not be exposed 
to an uncovered risk. .... 

“ There should be a provision, as there was in a former Act, to give the judge of 
assize authority to issue process mstanter, in the nature of an execution on default 
of the high constables, in the payment of their collections, and on a report of the 
deficit laid before the court, verified by the affidavit of the treasurer. 

“ When distress is not to be found, the rate which has been applotted on the waste 
land, should continue a lien upon it, recoverable at any future time, when distress 
may be had if not paid by the landlord ; but a re-presentment should be made on 
the plough-land at the next assizes, on the affidavit of the high constable, and the 
sum, when recovered, should go to the credit of the same denominations. 

“ When the levies shall be equalized, the landlord should accept the receipt for 
payment of them (which the high constable should give without a stamp) on account 
of the rent reserved on all future contracts, and he will not be a sufferer by sucli 
an arrangement. 1' l 

“ It will be worth consideration, whether it will be right to provide by the new 
Act for attaching the liberties of the towns of Youghal and Mallow to the baro- 
nies in which they lie, or to make them distinct baronies, as Kinsale. The towns 
should be assessed separately, and I can see no reason while all populous and 
opulent towns should not contribute to the county levies. Stores, manufactories, 
and profitable establishments of all kinds, should, in my opinion, be assessed. The 
valuation should be, in the first instance, what the concerns would let for, and a 
liberal per centage struck off to reduce them to a moderate standard for taxation. 

Waste concerns to be exempt. 

“ variety of other provisions and amendments will be found experlieut anti 
^ ]) 4 necessary, 
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necessary, which I cannot be competent to recommend, or indeed to recollect on 
so short a notice; nor would I presume to offer this hasty and imperfect sketch if 
I was not desirous to evince my ready compliance with any wish of the grand jury 
and more influenced by that feeling than any opinion I entertain of the value of 
those remarks. 

“ It is manifest that a new and comprehensive Act is indispensable on many 
accounts, and it will require much considei-ation, and communications with official 
persons, and with those intelligent members of Parliament who have turned their 
attention to the subject, to frame such a one as will meet all the exigencies of the 
case ; which is doubtless one of the most important that can engage the attention of 
the government, the legislature, and the country at large. I look forward to the 
result of the proceedings in this county with much confidence, and I venture to 
promise, that if the measure shall be carried into execution, as well as the plan 
admits, and there is good reason to expect the resources of this, and of every other 
county, will be found available beyond any calculation that has been made of them ; 
and the pressure of the local taxation of the country lightened to a degree that will 
greatly facilitate the collection of it, and ensure the contributions with peace and 
good will.

You state, in the beginning of that paper, that you think it right that the grand 
jury should continue to levy the county cess, should you think that desirable, unless 
the alteration to which you alluded in the end of what you have been reading was 
made, that is, that the receipts of the collector of the cess should be taken by the 
landlord in lieu of rent ? —My opinion is, that the taxation of the county could not 
be placed in any hands with so much advantage, as in the hands of the grand- 
jury. 

Do you think, that it is desirable to place the taxation of any number of people 
in the hands of persons who do not pay the tax themselves ? — Of the grand jury, 
I conceive, every member does pay the tax ; but I can conceive no other tribunal 
that would be so likely to impose it with discretion and integrity. 

In the course of your experience, have you ever known, that the grand Juries 
have imposed this tax without discretion? — Instances no doubt of that kind have 
occurred, but the impression upon my mind, I may say the conviction of my mind 
is, that the grand juries, with whom I have been acquainted, have erred more fre* 
quently from a scrupulous economy and unwillingness to give presentments, than 
they have erred from a disposition to make any grant of the expenditure of which 
they could not entertain a very reasonable opinion. 

You mentioned that district engineers ought to be appointed; what would be 
the district which you would suggest that an engineer should be appointed for ?— 
It should deperid upon the number ; I think there ought to be an engineer for each 
county ; but I have heard that a sufficient number of persons, that would be quali- 
fied to act in that capacity, are not now to be found in Ireland; and in that case, 
I would recommend district engineers, perhaps circuit engineers ; one eni^ineer 
should answer for the whole of a circuit. " 

Doyou think that any one man would be competent to overlook more than the roads 
of one county ?— My own private opinion is, that he would not; I have heard others, 
that ai'e fully as competent to judge as I am, express a contrary opinion ; but my 
own private opinion is, that it is enough for one man to survey the public roads and 
public buildings, all the architectural works, in one county. 

If you gave a man alarger district than be would be competent to overlook, would 
not that tend to render the appointment of him, to a certain degree, useless ?— 
Unless he could undertake to employ so many persons under him, for whose good 
execution of the duty he would be responsible. 

In whom would you propose to vest the appointment of those district engineers ? — 
In the Lord Lieutenant. 

When you propose having an engineer for each county, are you not aware that 
the counties are of very different size, and if one engineer was competent to do the 
duty in the county of Cork, he would be competent to do the duty of at least two 
other counties? — I have mentioned in that paper, that in the county of Cork, 
I should think tlm county engineer should have the privilege of employing two 
persons under him. I believe there are some counties sufficiently small, to enable 
an engineer to attend to two of them; the county of Carlow, for instance. 

Making 
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Making altogether three in the county of Cork ? — One principal engineer, and R- De La Cour, 
two deputies under bis control. ^ 9 - 

What would you consider to be the duties of such engineer ? — I should think the ' 
engineer would have a vast deal to perform ; he should have, I consider, an accu- 1*855^’ 

rate map of ail the roads in the coutity ; he should be able to certify upon that, 
what was the actual state of the roads at the time of his appointment ; and he 
should be able to represent, upon an abstract from that map, the repairs that had 
taken place from one assizes to another, so as to stale to the grand jury the quantity 
of money that was expended within the period of time for which the repairs had 
lasted ; he should inspect all public w’orks; he should sign certificates to authorize 
applications for presentments, and afterwards at the assizes to certify the due exe- 
cution of them ; and upon liis certificate, in niy opinion, only, the amount of those 
presentments should be paid. 

Would you consider him as the person that ought to be responsible for keeping 
the roads of the county in repair ? — Ceitainly. 

In whom now is vested the right of applying for presentments from the grand 
jury f — Generally, in every body. 

Would you confine that right to the district engineer? — I would have no present- 
ment granted, the propriety of which was not certified by the engineer ; but I do 
not know that it would be necessary to prevent respectable individuals in the county 
from making applications for presentments, requiring, in the first instance, the 
inspection of the engineer, so as to satisfy the grand jury of the propriety of the 
work. 

You have mentioned parochial inspectors; how are the parochial roads attended to 
now ? — There is no such thing in Ireland as parochial work scarcely ; at least I do 
not know of any ; the repairs are paid for, without any discrimination whether 
they are parochial, or baronial, or county. Any person wishing to obtain a pre- 
sentment, applies for it at the presentment sessions to the magistrates, without any 
reference to his parish, save only that it is designated in the presentment that it lies 
in such a parish. 

Are you acquainted with an Act of Parliament called the Ulster Vestry Act? — 

I am nut. 

Is it not a considerable inconvenience that the roads, for instance, of a parish on 
the west side of the county of Cork, should partly be paid for by a parish on the 
east side? — I do not apprehend that that is the case. All parochial roads must be 
baronial roads, and tlie presentments are strictly confined to each barony; each 
barony pays a certain proportion of the levy upon tije county at large; but there 
are no presentments that come under that designation, but presentments for bridges, 
for very principal roads, and for the establishments of the county, the gaols and 
bridewells, and briiiewell keepers ; but all the baronial roads are, in fact, parochial 
roads, and no one baronv interferes with another in that respect. 

Then the presentments which apply to cross roads are confined to the barony in 
which those cross roads are situate ? — They are. 

In the mode of deciding upon whether those presentments are proper, is it re- 
ferred to the gentlemen of the whole comity, or to the gentlemen belonging to that 
barony? — It is referred to the magistrates of that barony, assembled at what are 
called a special sessions. In the first instance their determination is now subject to 
revision and alteration by the grand jury ; but I have suggested an improvement in 
that respect, which appears to me to be likely to insure a much more respectable 
attendance of magistrates at the special sessions than there now is, if the decision 
of the magistrates in the negative, in the first instance, was to be considered as 
conclusive. 

The Committee observe, in that paper which you read, you omitted the oaths in 
certain cases ; will you state the grounds of that omission? — ily conviction is, that the 
oaths which are now taken on the subject of presentments are, in the greater number 
of instances, not taken under the solemn obligation wiiich appertains to an oath; 
that the mere machinery of moving the book to the lips is resorted to, without any 
*iopression, in most instances, of the sacred attestation that is thereby invoked ; and 
I think that by that act the investigation, both of the expediency of the work in 
the first instance, and of the execution of it afterwards, is in a great degree pre- 
vented. A gentleman, who has strong reason to suspect that a work has not been 
"■ell executed, is unwilling to state that impression v\hen he sees a person bearing 
a respectable appearance, call his God to witness tlmt the money has been ex- 
E pended ; 
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Jt. D,u. Cmr, pended ; whereas, if a declaration only was required, accompanied by the ccrtifirat 
, fij. ^ of the district engineer, a gentleman, who entertained a different opinion might with 
great propriety say, I think you are mistaken in your statement of that ’road 
I travelled it lately, or I have heard that it is not at all in the stale you represent 
n ; and he might require some further investigation ; that sort of inquiry is almost 
forbidden by the oaths which at present prevail. * 

Do you mean to say that the mode of ascertaining whether a work is well done 
or ill done, depends upon the oath of the person wiio has done it ?— I do in ton 
many instances ; it may be inquired into, but in too many instances it is suffered 
to rest upon that circumstance. 

Whose duty is it to inquire of the person taking that oath nhether the work i, 
well executed or not?— The practice is to have those accounting affidavits accom 
pamed by a certificate from the principal overseer, who is generally a gentleman 
above the rank ot the person who executes the work ; but that is only usage it is 
not required by the Act of Parliament, and there does sometimes inquify taki nlace 
but so rarely that I think it is absolutely necessary to control the practice ■ and I ani 
quite satisfied, I have no hesitation in stating my opinion, that the present mode of 
accounting for presentments leads to a vast deal of perjury. 

You stated that the account is usually accompanied by a certificate from the 
overseer, to whom is that certificate directed, and whose duty is it to examine into 
the truth of that certificate ?~On the first inquiry it is laid before the inac»istrates 
at special sessions, it then goes before the grand jury of the county, and°there is 
a query book, in which the presentment is entered by the clerk of the Crown imme 
diately after the assizes at which it is granted ; there are two words written or rather 
half words, Qu which means a query whether the sum granted at such assizes 
has been expended ; then there follows an answer to that, which answer is accounted 
for by the affidavit of such a person ; that affidavit, accompanied by the certificate 
of the principal overseer, is, in the first instance, laid before the magistrates at 
petty sessions they seldom do more than merely see that the affidavit clirresDOnds 
with the application m the first instance, to give their approval and it mrelv 
happens that there is an investigation, unless in some glaring instance of misaoDli- 
cation ; it then goes to the grand jury, who generally appoint two or three of their 
body to sit, as it is called, “ upon the query book the business of those is to 
compare the accounting affidavit with the original grant, and unless there is some 
special remonstrance, the execution of the work is scarcely ever otherwise in 
quired into; but the affidavit is taken as conclusive evidence that the monev has 
been expended as it ought to have been. ^ 

The magistrates at special sessions and that committee of the grand iurv have 
always the power of investigating the case ? — No doubt. ° J j ^ 

This power of accounting at special sessions is given under an Act of not verv 
distant date r — It is. 

Before that time it must have been accounted for at the assizes? - Yes 
That power was given for the purpose of facilitating the execution of the work at 
a later period than i^he Summer sessions, by giving a power to account at the 
Michaelmas sessions for work done ?~It was given for other purposes ; I conceive 
there is also the privilege of accounting at October sessions under former Act • 
It IS not the Act to which the question referred, that gives the power of accounting 
at the October sessions, that October sessions Act is, I believe, one of twentv 
years existence ; the power of accounting at special sessions, I conceive was with 
the intention, not only of giving greater latitude for the execution of the work but 
also of procuring a more immediate examination into that execution by referrinn it 
to those who are generally resident in the neighbourhood where the work was exe- 
cuted, and whose opportunities of ascertaining whether it was or was not pronerlv 
executed might be supposed to be greater. r t' 

Has it practically answered the last purpose for which you suppose it was in 
tended, namely, a more satisfactory examination of the work?~Not to 
that I conceive it ought to do. 

Does it occur to you that the business of grand juries is in general more than 
they can do well?— As at present arranged, it appears to me that it is • but mv 
opinion is that if the business of the grand juries was properly arranged, ’and one 
subject followed another in regular succession, they would have time enough to 
discharge all the duties imposed upon them. ® 

Have 
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Have many instances occurred in the county of Cork, in which collectors have 
become insolvent? — There have been indeed a good many. 

Has thei-e been much money lost to tlie county by their insolvency ?— Several ^ 
thousands of pounds. 

When they become insolvent, what is the effect upon the barony for which they 
have been appointed to collect ? — In general it is a re-presentment upon that barony 
of the deficit, by which those are exposed to a double payment who have already 
paid their levies in full. It sometimes also happens that presentments have been 
made upon the county at large, to cover deficiencies of that nature. 

Is it easy to proceed at law to recover those deficiencies from the persons that 
have gone security for those collectors ?— It is very easy to proceed at law, but very 
difficult to recover from them by law'. 

Do you think there is a necessity for an alteration of the law in that respect? — 
A very urgent one. 

What alteration would you suggest?— I would suggest that alteration which I have 
stated in the paper I have handed in, that the security should be strictly inquired 
into, in the first instance, by the baronial magistrates, who should be particularly 
cautious not to accept of securities that would leave their own barony exposed to 
a double levy, and that those securities should be passed, in the first instance only, 
upon the appointment of the high constable ; to continue in force, without periodical 
renewal, so long as the high constable remains in office, or the securities should 
continue solvent. 

Will you be kind enough to state what steps have been taken, and to what extent 
they have been effectual, for the more perfect survey and valuation of the county of 
Cork, and the equalization of grand jury taxation upon the different districts ?— 

I am not aware that I can state that more precisely than in a report, which I pre- 
pared for the judges of assize at the last circuit, in which I detailed the whole of 
the proceedings. 

Would you have any objection to giving in that paper? — None in the least.

“ A Report of the proceedings in the County of Cork, in pursuance of 
a Presentment of a Grand Jury at Summer Assizes 1824, for obtaining 
a Valuation of the County in order to regulate the County Levies. 

“ The inequality and injustice with which the local taxation of Ireland has 
hitherto been applotted, is admitted on all hands, and has been abundantly explained 
by the evidence before the Survey and Valuation Committee of the House of 
Commons ; it appeared expedient to adopt the speediest and most effectual means 
to remedy the evil. The Act of 49 Geo. 3, c. 84, sec, 23, empowers such counties 
as have no county book, to form a table of the names of the several parishes, 
manors and other denominations, and the contents of each in any barony or half 
barony, and to give notice thereof and hear objections thereto, and amend the same 
as the grand jury shall think fit. An Act of the last Session, ,5 Geo. 4, c. 1 1 2, 
requires the grand juries to call for returns from the high constables of the denomi- 
nations of land on which they have levied ; the sums paid, and the applotinent or 
usual course by which they have levied their collections, and makes that imperative 
which by the 49th Geo. 3. was left optional. Tiiis last Act was given in charge by 
the Judges to the several grand juries, at sun)mer assizes 1824; and returns were 
accordingly called for by the grand jury of the county of Cork : but when they 
appeared, they w'ere found to be nothing better than a heap of rubbish. Most of 
the specifications must have been given on guess. All that was clear was, that an 
equal sum was levied on every ploughland, no matter how they differed in extent 
and value, and that the grossest injustice and inequality prevailed. Tlie grand jury 
found it was quite impracticable to carry into execution the object of the late Act, 
bv forming a document for the regulation of the county levies, from the materials 
laid before them. In this county there never has been a county book, and it was 
thought necessary to adopt the best means of procuring one. An order was made 
in the form of a request to me, that I would bestow my attention on the subject, 
and take such steps as I should think expedient, for carrying into effect the Acts of 
Parliament respecting grand jury levies. I did not conceive that was a sufficient 
authority for me to act upon, and I begged that a regular presentment should be 
made, submitted to the Judge, and read in open court and fiated, which would

1825. without which it would be useless to attempt the work that was desired at my hands 

A presentment was accordingly made, of which Mr. Justice Jebb approved highly’ 
A copy of that presentment accompanies this Report, and there will be found 
attached to it some remarks I offered on the subject of the valuation, and a circular 
letter I addressed to the gentlemen of the county, soliciting their aid and co-opera- 
tion for carrying the presentment into effect. Baronial meetings have been held 
throughout the county, and (here has not been, in any instance, a more general 
expression of popular feeling in favour of a public measure, or stronger anxiety felt 
for the execution of it. Ot this, the resolutions of the baronial meetings that have 
been published, afford ample proof. I considered that it was necessary to adopt a 
standard for the price of produce, to govern the valuations, and to preserve uni- 
formity in them throughout the county ; and I suggested the following, under a 
conviction, that this standard should be rather below than above the probable average 
of prices, and on the principle, that land valued agreeable thereto, would afford to a 
tenant, taking it on such terms, such an interest as an industrious and solvent tenant 
should have, and ajust and liberal landlord be well disposed to allow. Wheat 15^. 
per stone, or 25s. the barrel of 20 stone. Barley, yirf. per stone, or i2j. Sd. the 
barrel of 16 stone, and 28 5. 6 the barrel of 36 stone. Oats, 7 per stone, or 
8f. gd. the barrel of 14 stone, and 20s. yd. the barrel of 33 stone. Butter, 3/. the 
cwt. currency. Pork, 25^. the cwt. At one baronial meeting, it was alleged, that 
this standard was too high, and that it would be more prudent to adopt a fictitious 
than a fair value for the county ; but to that I could not agree, and it was pro- 
posed that I should convene a meeting of two gentlemen^from each barony, at 
Cork, to consult and determine on what the standard should be. I accordingly 
did so ; and there has not been, upon any occasion, a more complete repre- 
sentation of the rank, wealth and intelligence of the county, than was assembled 
in compliance with my invitation ; it was a meeting of great public interest, and 
it was open to the admission of all respectable persons. The standard I had re- 
commended was confirmed unanimously, and the work I had undertaken, marked 
with the most decided, and to me, very flattering approbation. It was my wish to 
leave the plan for valuing, to the magistrates or committees within the respective 
baronies ; but I received so many solicitations to suggest some plan that might be 
generally followed, that I gave the subject my best consideration, and offered, 
" Heads of a Plan,” which wiil be found herewith, and w'hich has been generally 
adopted, with some variations suited to circumstances. Select committees have been 
approved of to direct the work, in preference to the magistrates at petty sessions ; 
and it appears they will be more efficient. I have formed schedules and field books,' 
and furnished them to the high constables of each baronv, for distribution to the 
valuators. Counterparts of those accompany this Report, and the use that has 
been already made of them, affords the most satisfactory assurance, that all the 
necessary materials will be acquired, for framing a county book that will serve to 
ascertain the fair relative proportion each barony should pay, of the levy on the 
county at large, according to its local advantages and value ; and to applet the whole 
of the baronial levies on the several denominations of land within them, on a fair 
estimate cf their relative contents and capability. The measure is now in progress 
through the county, and if it shall be as well done as the plan admits, and there is 
every reason to expect, from the impartial and judicious selection of agents, by the 
superintending committees, and the zeal and activity that has been evinced by all 
parties, a very valuable, and a very necessary work will be accomplished; not only 
as it will remedy a serious public grievance that has been justly and loudly com- 
plained of, but as it will prove to be of service in the execution of the intended 
general survey and valuation of this country. I should not omit to state, that some 
doubts have been expressed, whether the Acts of the 36th and 49th George 3, will 
bear ojs through our proceedings, to the full extent of our object; and I grant^that 
it is by inference, but I conceive a fair legal inference, that w e can rely on those 
Acts for all we are doing. The 36th Geo. 3. c. 36. sec. 52 and 53, evidently 
legislates on the presumption that the county book determines the whole sum to be 
collected, and the portions thereof, which each manor, parish or denomination is to 
pay, according to its contents. Tlie 49th George 3. refers to these clauses of the 
36th, and manifestly intends to empower grand jufies in such counties as either have 

no 
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ijo county book, or in which the manors, parishes and denomination, with their R, La Cow, 
contents, are not inserted, to provide a document that will give this necessary ^ ^ j 

official information to the treasurer, and enable him to insert in his warrants, the ^ 
portions which each denomination should pay. Now, although the subsequent ’ 

^acting clause is confined to forming a table of the names of the several parishes, 
manors and denominations, and the contents of each, I argue that as the object is 
still to ascertain the portion which each denomination should pay, and as that cannot 
be fairly, or indeed at all done without such a process as we are engaged in, (for we 
never had a county book), the measure we have undertaken is sustained by those 
Acts. Popular and necessary however as it is, well as it seems to work, and aided 
as ii is by the co-operation of all classes, with scarce an exception, interruptions 
may occur ; it will take probably a vear to complete it, and must be attended with 
expense : it will therefore be of great importance to have the sanction and support of 
a specific Act of Parliament, that may cure any imperfections in those of 36th and 
49th George 3, and fully and effectually provide for the execution of a measure so 
called for by common justice, as well as the expediency of rendering the territorial 
resource of the country available. In this country I am persuaded that an assess- 
ment of sixpence in the pound, on a moderate estimate of its value, would meet the 
highest average levy of any assizes ; yet we hear complaints, and we know them to 
be well founded, that an ordinary levy requires from some lands of inferior value 
a contribution of 65. the acre, while adjoining ground of great fertility pays but 
lod. ; surely no time should be lost to redress such wrong. If there shall appear 
hereafter any defects in the plan we are pursuing that ought to be corrected, the 
survey and valuation that is to follow will enable us to do so ; the good effects 
of that must be distant ; meanwhile substantial justice will be done, and the county 
will receive it as a great boon. There is especial need of an Act of Parliament in 
this county, to insure the levy of the proportion of the charge on the county at large, 
that has been immemorially assessed on the town of Bandon, and on the town and 
liberties of Youghal. Bandon has not paid any thing since the year 1815, alleging 
there is no Act of Parliament to authorize the levy ; distress has been regularly 
made, replevies have followed, pleadings have multiplied, the proceedings set aside 
for irregularity, and commenced anew, still without bringing the cause to a conclu- 
sion. An arrenr of i,8oo/. has incurred, and the county has paid bills of cost 
above t,ooof. 

“ It is now alleged by some inhabitants of the town of Youghal, that under the 
charter it should be exempt from any contribution to the county levies, although it 
has hitherto paid its quota regularly. The treasurer's warrant has been returned to 
him since the last assizes, ith a remark, that the inhabitants are advised the county 
is not entitled to levy an assessment there. It is but justice, however, to add, that 
good dispositions have been since manifested there to co-operate with the county 
at large in carrying the presentment of t!ie last assizes into effect. An Act of Par- 
liament, however, appears to be absolutely necessary, for the protection of the 
county ; and 1 would respectfully suggest that provision should be made for sub- 
jecting all towns to an assessment in aid of the county levies, by an applotment ad 
valorem on dwelling-houses, stores, manufactories and profitable concerns of all 
kinds. Whatever course the wisdom of Parliament shall determine on, some tri- 
bunal of appeal will be necessary for the revision and correction of the returns, and 
of the valuations of the several baronies ; for hearing and determining on any com- 
plaint or objection that may be offered, and for insuring uniformity in the grop 
value; to be recorded for each barony in the county book. The grand juries, in 
■whom the power of examination, and amendment of the tables that are required by 
the 36th aud 49th of George the 3d and 5th of George the 4th, for regulating 
county levies, is vested by those Acts, cannot have time, nor can they be competent 
in their capacities as grand jurors, to discharge that duty, which is a most important 
one, and should be confided to a few duly qualified, with sufficient time allowed for 
the diligent, judicious and impartial investigation the subject requires. I would 
humbly recommend, that a commission should issue from the Lord Lieutenant, to 
three or five persons ; one to be a civil engineer, and the others appointed hy 
the Lord Lieutenant, or tiie grand juries, or magistrates of counties, as shall be 
deemed advisable, who should hold courts of appeal aud examination in each 
barony, and go through the entire county, examine witnesses, and whose decisions 
should be final and conclusive. Local knowledge, as well as general competency to 
value lands will be necessary qualifications for persons so employed.

I consider it is. 

You put oats at about fourteen shillings a quarter?— Or barrel rather, of fourteen 
stone, that is seven pence halfpenny a stone. 

Have you seen the Rill which has been introduced into the country, for the pur- 
pose of setting out the boundaries of townlands in Ireland?— I have. ^ 

Do you consider that that Bill would in any respect facilitate the objects of the 

more detailed plan of valuation, to which your evidence has alluded I think not 

m the remotest degree. ^ 

Do you consider that it will answer any useful purpose whatsoever? I am not 

aware of any. ^ 

Have you read that Bill?— I have. 

Do you conceive that the powers granted in that Bill to surveyors, and employed 
by them to go upon any ground whatsoever, to pul up any marks they think proper 
and to dig the ground for that purpose, would be liable to great abuse ? —I not only 
think It would be liable to objection on that account, but I think it would materially 
interfere with the rights of private property. I put a note upon the copy I sot to 
that eitecl. ° 

As the Bill makes the survey of those townlands final and conclusive to all intents 
and purposes whatsoever, subject only to an appeal to the magistrates at quarter 
sessions, who should decide thereupon in a summary way ; do you conceive that 
any system of survey which was to be understood by the people at larcre as involv- 
ing decisions upon the right of property, will be viewed with very great jealousy 
and very great suspicion, by them ?- -I have no doubt of it. 

Do not you conceive that the general feeling of the country towards a survey 
commenced upon the principles recommended by that Bill, would be diametrically 
opposite to the feeling that would be experienced towards a survey commenced upon 
the principles that are recommended by you ?— Very different ; indeed I cannot 
conceive a public measure attended with more popular feeling in favour of it than 
this has been hitherto. ’ 

Has there not been every possible effort, on the part of the people, to assist you 
and the valuators, in effecting that operation ?— The most cheerful and efficient 
co-operation. 

Can you state some instances of considerable hardships sustained with respect to 
such districts as have been already valued, comparing the manner in which the 

present levy is taken, with what it would be under an improved valuation ? I have 

already stated instances of that kind to the Committee, and I will state a few others • 
In the barony of Duhallow, Mr. Williamson holds part of the lands of Dromore* 
172 acres, valued at 300/. a-year; the levy on that for Spring 1824 was W. i6.y — 
Same person holds the like number of acres in the barony of Barretts, worth only 
130/. a-year, and he paid for the same levy, 7/. 12s. itf.— The same gentleman 
holds a mountain farm, called Knockendota, in the barony of Barretts containing 
90 acres, which he let lately for 1 2 1. a-year, and tlie levy on it for the same assizes^ 
was 3/.— In the barony of Fermoy, tlie plough-land of Ballyhorly contains 1 060 
acres, and paid an acre for the same levy that the ploughland of Croghakerry 
in the same barony, containing 1 24 acres, paid 3s. s^d. the acre.— There are two 
ploughlands in the same barony of Fermoy, adjoining each other, and the land of 
like quality, Cahirma and Lag, the former pays 6^. 2d. the acre, when the latter 
pays but 2s. 3^.— And the ploughland of Ballyclogh, in the same barony, the levy 
has been but 1 o 4 -t/. the acre, when on the ploughland of Ballinoe, in the barony of 
Condons and Clongibbons, land of inferior quality, paid 6^. the acre; and on a 
third ploughland in the same barony, called Knockanaboohily, the levy amounted 
to 4 j. ; all the estate of General Barry. 

In the county of Cork, are there not some insulated parcels of land belonging to 
one denomination, or barony or county, situated within the boundaries of anotherr— 
I have heard that there are, but I believe there are very few instances of tliat kind ; 
I believe, in some instances, parts of one barony do branch into another and so 
with respect to parishes ; but I believe the instances are few. ’ 

In the event of adopting the general principle of a new valuation, do you 

conceive 
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conceive it would be an improvement, if those anomalies were put an end to ? — 

^"^Are they not, in point of fact, productive of inconvenience, with regard to the 
1 out of roads, wherever they exist, if the road should chance to pass through 
one ot' those insulated parts ? — I should think there must, necessarily, difficulty arise, 
because it is necessary, in applying for presentments, to state the baronies trough 



which they run. 

In the event of such insulated parts of one county being situated within another, 
do you not think the reasoning applies still more strongly, which would recommend 
an alteration? — No doubt of it.

HAVE you any suggestion you would wish to offer with regard to grand juries ? 
—Yes; I complain that we are not fairly represented in our quarter of the county 
with respect to grand Juries ; that there have been four baronies of Carbery, the 
barony of Ibanne and Barryroe, and the barony of Bere, left without a single gen- 
tleman being put upon the grand jury from either of those baronies, and the sum of 
9,000 1 . has been granted, to be levied off those baronies, at the last assizes. 

How many baronies are tliere in the county ? — Thirty-two. 

How many grand jurors can there be? — Twenty-three. 

Would it be possible that each barony in that county could have a representative? 
—That would not be possible ; but then there are five baronies left without a repre- 
sentative. I think, at all events, one or two jurors should be chosen from the 
baronies of Carbery, as being, as I conceive, the largest in the county ; it would be 
impossible for the gentlemen from the neighbourhood of Cork or Duhallow, or the 
distant parts of the county, to know the roads that would be necessary in those 
baronies I speak of. 

Do you conceive that the grand jury has time or information enough to conduct 
with advantage the civil business of the county, with regard to roads and bridges, 
and public works? — I do not think it has lime enough, during the time it sits, to 
go through the business of the county as it ought to be gone through. 

Do you consider that a body impannelled like a grand jury, at the commencement 
of an assize, and dismissed when the judge leaves the circuit town, and therefore 
irresponsible after that period, is a body competent to discharge with effect those 
civil duties ?— I think it is not ; but that body is in some degree assisted by the pro- 
visions of another Act of Parliament, enabling magistrates to hold special sessions, 
for the purpose of taking into consideration the roads which it would be necessary 
to make in the county ; this assistance does not appear to be embraced by the 
jurors, as they often reject those roads approved of by the magistrates, and grant 
those disapproved of by them. 

Do you not think, that from such circumstances magistrates feel less inclined to 
attend at the road sessions ? — I think they do. 

If the magistrates at the road sessions had an absolute veto upon such of the 
public works as they disapproved of, do you not conceive that there would be a far 
more regular attendance of the magistrates at those sessions ? —I am convinced 
there would ; I by no means mean to say, that a grand jury ought to present for all 
the roads approved of by the magistrates. 

You conceive it would be an improvement in the law, if the grand jury could not 
present for any roads disapproved of by the petty sessions ? — I do. 

Have you ever considered, whether the whole functions of the grand juries might 
not be transferred to tlie magistrates ? — I should wish not to answer that question, 
'vithout more consideration than I am able to give to it here.

where there is a conscientious discharge of the duty of grand jurors they scarcelv 
have time, more especially from the great extent of matter which has of late yeara 
been referred to grand juries ; especially, I think, since there have been attached 
to the duties of grand jurors the consideration of several subjects which, prior to 
that, were either not considered of sufficient importance or did not take up so much 
time and attention ; for our roads, and the consideration relating to them, I do not 
think we have sufficient lime. 

How many days do your assizes last ? — Three in general. 

What is the general amount of public money which you vote in the county of 
Sligo ?— 1 should suppose probably 12 to 15,000 in a year ; it has been increied 
very much of late, so that we really cannot apply money that we would be desirous 
of applying to improvements in our county. Owing to different charges respecting 
gaols and dispensaries, and public officers and those matters, we have' been obliced 
to leave improvements suspended, and of course not to give that employment to 
the lower orders we would be desirous to do. 

Does any arrangement occur to you which would lead to an improvement in the 
discharge of the civil duties of grand juries in the repair of roads?— I do not know 
that I could immediately answer that question. I think probably a little more time 
might be desirable, if it was a thing that could be given to us by the judge. I have 
sometimes thought that a meeting of the gentlemen of the county a week or ten 
days prior to the assizes, so as to come to an understanding, might be useful • 
however it is a subject that requires a great deal of consideration. 

Do you consider it at all likely that the civil duties with regard to roads, bridges 
gaols and police, w'ould be as well or better discharged if committed to the inanis- 
trates of the county as in England than they are now discharged by the grand jury ? 
—No, 1 think it would be a dangerous thing to remove it from the grand juries ; 
there are many gentlemen who are grand jurors who are not magistrates (they do 
not like the trouble of being magistrates) that would be excluded. 

Do not you conceive that if such persons are qualified as grand jurors, they would 
be likely to qualify as magistrates if the same duties were committed to the magis- 
trates which now induce those persons to attend the grand jury?— I cannot say“ it 
might of course be a strong inducement; no doubt there is no resident gentleman 
that is not desirous to have the roads in his neighbouraood attended to ; he might 
feel it a motive to undertake the duties of a magislrate if he could not attend to 
those roads otherwise. 

Would not that, in its consequence, add to the number of efficient magistrates in 
ffie county ; and as so doing, would it not be beneficial? — It would be an inducement 
if they could not obtain their roads in any other way than that. 

Do not you consider that the discharge of the civil functions of grand juries in 
counties in Ireland by a body only assembled for three days twice in the year, and 
then separating, is in itself more objectionable than the discharge of such duties by 
a perrnanent, a responsible, and in some degree a judicial body like the magis- 
trates I do not think it would be advisable that any institution should be merely 
civil without the magistrates being parties to it; but if it was possible to get the 
gentlemen of the county to assemble a few days before each assizes, so as to make 
an anangemeiit for the county work, I would rather approve of all work being fiated 
by the judge; I think it gives persons a confidence in coming forward to make 
a traverse. 

Do you consider tliat any system of favoritism in the disposal of presentments 
arises out of the present system of granting presentments to particular persons by 
name, rather than deciding upon the abstract merit of the work without any refer- 
ence to the individual who performs it? — Judging of human nature, there is every 
reason to think that the name would strongly affect the measure, a person patron- 
izing a particular thing. 

Supposing that the duties of the grand juries were limited solely to decide upon 
the expediency of the work, and not upon the individuals w ho were to execute that 
work afterwards, do you not conceive that the present system w’ould be administered 
mth greater impartiality than at present ?— There would be a motive removed, as to 
tlje motive of the job. 

Tlien supposing the execution of the work to be afterwards decided upon by an 
open system ot contract, do you not consider that the work would be executed with 
greater economy tlian at present? — It might be executed with greater economy, 
I doubt whether wiili equal fidelity. In many instances, I am not an advocate for 

contract, 
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contract, without very great watchfulness. I think, in respect of contracts, it would 
never be carried on with any advantage unless there was an independent surveyor, 
or person or persons to report upon the fidelity with which that contract was per- 

Would not the appointment of such a public officer, under proper limitations, and 
with proper safeguards, be very desirable ? — I think it would be very beneficial.

YOU have been accustomed to attend grand juries in Ireland? — Only in one 

How many days upon the average do those grand juries sit? — The grand jury 
that I attend in Leitrim sits three or four days. 

What is the extent of public money on an average that you vote ? — I can tell 
what it amounts to by the acre; it is a very large sum. 

Do you conceive that the grand juries have either sufficient time or sufficient 
means of procuring information to enable them to discharge their civil functions 
with advantage to the public ? — I am quite sure they have not. I stated in a reply 
to a former question, there were five hundred and twenty-three bills of indictment 
for one offence, preferred before the grand jury of Leitrim at the last assizes ; and 
of course it follows, that if they had to consider five hundred and twenty-three bills 
of indictment for one offence, and were only to sit for three days, there was not 
time enougli to investigate the civil business of the county as well as the criminal. 

Do you conceive that the press of civil business interferes in any degree %vith 
the proper discharge of their criminal functions ? — I think it does not in any case, 
perhaps, but that relating to illicit distillation; I think with regard to tlie 
illicit distillation, where the number of indictments is so overwhelming, that it 
produces hurry. 

Do you consider that if there were no civil duties to be executed by grand 
juries, the criminal business would not be considered by them with more attention 
than at present? — I cannot but think that perhaps they would give more time j 
though I would not say they do not attend to it at present ; but I am quite sure 
they do not attend sufficiently to the civil business. 

Do you conceive that the grand jury are the best body for the discharge of tlie 
civil functions, with regard to roads and bridges? — My opinion, as an individual

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is, that they are not. 

Do you conceive that the objection to the grand jury arises from the short 
time in which they are iinpannelled, and the total want of power and of respon- 
sibility which exists after they are discharged ? — From both, and from other causes. 

What are the other causes ? — I conceive that they are a body of men, who 
have it in their power to put their hands into other peoples pockets, without at the 
same time considering how far those pockets may be filled, so as to enable the 
owners to spare any thing out of them. 

The grand jury are composed of the landed proprietors of the county ; by whom 
is the tax paid?— By the landholders of the county. 

Do you consider there would be any greater economy in the discharge of the 
civil functions of grand juries, or that there would be less money raised, if the 
grand jury cess became a charge upon the landlord, rather than continued 
a charge upon the tenant? — I am sure there would be more economy. 

Do you consider that any system of favoritism appears in the discharge of the 
civil functions of grand juries ?• — I think that each individual conceives his own 
road and his own bridge to be of material importance; and that being the case, 
each individual presses for it in such a manner, that the aggregate amount is 
a much larger sum than the landholders of the country ought to pay. 

Does not this lead to a system of compromise, one man engaging to support 
his friend and neighbour’s presentment, in case his friend and neighbour sup- 
ports his? — I have heard that it does so, but I do not know that of my own 
knowledge. „ . , 

Is the civil business of your county discharged by the grand jury collectively, 
or does the grand jury separate itself into baronial committees ? — Into baronial 
cominitlees in Leitrim; in Cavan, I understand, the practice is different; the

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whole grand jury takes the baronial presentments, as well as those of the rnnor 
at large. ‘-ouuiy 

Which system do you conceive to be preferable?— I think the plan of th 
^^^ing the presentments of the barony into consideration is 

If any system of favouritism exists in passing presentments, do you not con 
ceive that that is increased in consequence of the power exercised by the grand 
jury not only to decide upon the expediency of any particular work, but also to 
commit Its execution to particular persons who may be the friends and dependents 
of the grand jurors themselves?— I think, on the principles that govern human 
nature, it must be tlie case. ® ‘ 

Do you conceive that the present grand jury system is one which leads to the 
most economical execution ot public works, or that it is one which leads to an 
excess of charge, as compared with the labour executed ?— I think it is one that 
leads to an excess of charge, as compared with the labour. 

Supposing the expediency of the work to be ascertained by the grand jury and 
the execution of that work to be carried into effect as a system of contract do yon 
not conceive that works would be executed, and at a much less cost to the public > 
—I think as long as grand juries have the power of presenting for roads, so Iona 
the person who asks for a presentment, as it is called, will, in fact, be the person who 
will arrange the whole execution of the work. 

Have not the grand juries at present, the power of making contracts for reoair. 
ing roads ? — They have. ^ 

Do you conceive that those civil functions would be better administered under the 
authority of the magistrates in England, than they are now under the authority of 
the grand jurjr m Ireland, the magistrates being a permanent and responsible body 
and being unlimited as to the period of time which they may sit ? — I think the same 
individuals would be component parts; and I do not think there would be anv 
advantage m that. 

How would you propose to give more time to the grand juries, you having already 
gated that want of time is one of the defects of the present grand jury system ?— 
By taking away from them the power of presentment for roads and bridges and 
putting It in some other channel. ® ’ 

In what other channel would you propose to put itr— I should think it would bo 
better in the hands of the Government of the country. 

Do you not conceive, that supposing the local authority to remain either in the 
hands of the grand jury, or in the hands of the magistrates, the appointment of 
a county officer, an engineer of character, to superintend the public works is 
a matter of the most serious importance r~I think it is of great importance ■ the 
only objection to it is the additional expense upon the counties : but it is of great 
importance if he would do his duty faithfully. ^

R. P. Macdonnell, HAVE you been in the habit of hearing the sentiments of the people with respect 
5 *?- to the grand jury presentments in the county of Mayo ?— I have a good deal. 

' Has any dissatisfaction been expressed by them at the mode of assessing the 

county?— I believe it is a very general complaint all over the kingdom, but it is 
particularly so in Mayo. 

Have you heard that the charges are excessive ? — I have indeed ; but I have 
heard more complaints of the misapplication than even of the charges. 

Are the roads in the county of Mayo in tolerably good order?— The principal 
roads are in good order. ^ 

Are the roads pretty generally distributed throughout the county, or are they 
confined to particular districts? — It is a general complaint in the county that they 
are confined to particular districts. ^ 

Are there any districts in the county of Mayo, said to be entirely witliout roads, 
made at the expense of the county ? — There are very considerable tracts of mountain 
in the county of Mayo, which were quite inaccessible till lately ; but there are some 
principal lines of road made and in progress by the aid of government. 

That district is called the district of Erris ? — Yes, that is one, and the southern 
district towards Connemara is another. 

That 
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That district has been opened at the expense of government? — Yes; but the 
county repay it by instalments. 

Uefore those districts were opened by the recommendation of the surveyors 
employed by government, can you state that the gentlemen of the county ever 
turned their attention to the civilization of that part of the county, by opening roads ? 
—I believe not ; it was quite incapable of civilization till this road was made ; it 
was scarcely accessible but by sea. 

Are there any gentlemen residing in that district? — Very few. 

Do you attribute the absence of roads in that part to the want of persons on the 
grand jury who would take the charge of cariying presentments through for the 
purpose of making roads in that district? — There are very few resident gentry at 
present in that district, and I do not think they are likely to be there for some 
years ; the country is of that wild description, very unsuited indeed to their comfort. 

Then the good roads in the county of Mayo are chiefly about the residences of 
gentlemen who sit upon the grand juries ? — They are principally on their properties, 
that is the understanding acted on. 

With respect to the execution of public works in the county of Mayo, have you 
heard any complaint as to the manner of carrying the works into execution? — Yes, 
I think there is a very general and just complaint on that subject. 

Is the mason w'ork, for instance the bridges and range walls, and things of that 
kind, performed in a slovenly and unworkmanlike way ?— The works on that road 
I allude to, the Erris road, I conceive is very well executed in general ; but the 
county works elsewhere, when there is not a respectable practical person to super- 
intend them, a man of sufficient knowledge and character, are ill planned, and worse 
in their execution. 

Is there not a very great and apparent difference between the execution of works 
done by order of government, and the execution of works done by the orders of the 
grand jury? — I conceive a very material and natural difference, because in one 
case there is some responsibility, and I do not think there is any whatever in the 
other. 

Have you yourself been upon that road through Erris ? — I have. 

And you are satisfied as to the manner in which it is executed ? — I was not on it 
since all the bridges on the line have been completed ; but those bridges that I have 
seen are fer superior to the county bridges. 

Were those works executed by the ordinary workmen of the country, under the 
orders of engineers appointed by government? — They w'ere, I believe. 

Then you conceive the workmen of the country are fully capable of performing 
the work if they are overlooked? — Perfectly so, if they are properly superintended 
and paid ; indeed I conceive that some of those bridges that I speak of are too 
expensive, too well executed ; that is, they might have been made equally substantial 
at less expense. 

Is it the practice in the county of Mayo for particular persons to be appointed 
continually as overseers of the same line of road ? — It is. 

And for presentments to be sent in generally in the name of the same person ? — 
In the name of those persons or their drivers ; you seldom see a respectable per- 
son’s name to a presentment, they are generally put in the name of some clerk, 
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driver, or steward. 

Are those persons whose names are put in as overseers, in your opinion, com- 
petent from education or from habit to superintend the making of a road, or the 
execution of any public work ?— Quite the contrary. 

What description of men are they ? — They arc the drivers and servants, some of 
them the tradesmen of the persons interested in the presentment. 

Have you heard any complaint as to the njode of accounting for the money 
expended in grand jury presentments? — Complaint is very general indeed of the 
whole system of grand jury presentments. 

Is it a complaint of laxity in accounting, oris it a complaint of overcharge? — 
Complaints of the inutility of the work ; in many instances the mal-conducting of 
the whole business, the injudicious planning and impertect construction of it, at an 
excessive expense, and in the insufficient and irregular payment of the persons actu- 
ally employed on it. 

As to the inutility of the work, is it not usual for all works to be submitted to an 
assembly of the magistrates at petty sessions specially assembled for that purpose, 
previous to the assizes?— That is now the course ; but I know works in that county 
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for which money has been granted and paid as for different roads from a marV« 
‘■’ 1 - town to the sea ; the designation of all new roads must be either from market town 
to market town, or from a market town to the sea; where, in this instance tZ 
town named consists merely of (ivo or six straggling cabins, and there is no market 
whatever held in it; and though two or three distinct lines of road have been nre 
sented for, accounted regularly for, and paid for by the county, purporting to have 
been made from this mock market town to the sea, yet there is no appearance of 
such roads having been made. ‘ ^ 

Is it usual for the overseers in the county of Mayo to pay persons employed in 
the making of roads, or in the repairing of roads, in money, or by ^lowances 
ot potatoes, or allowances m land, or any thing of that kind?— I believe it is a verv 
common practice to allow them in the rent of land. ^ 

Can you state, whether persons employed in making roads or repairing roads are 
regularly paid in money for the work they perform?— I believe very few indeed are 
paid m money; on the Government roads they are generally paid in cash- but if it 
IS weeuted through a sub-contractor they are paid frequently in land. ’ 

The question refers to roads made under grand jury presentments Those are 
generally granted to individuals of the grand jury, or to their friends, in most in 
stances^the workmen are allowed for it in land, or as the customary expression is, in 

Then who receives the money from the treasurer of the county?— The person 
who gets the presentment, or the person whom it is understood the presentment is 
had tor. 

Do you suppose that man does not disburse the money in its proper proportion 
to the persons employed by him in the execution of public works ?— 1 believe that 
in many instances the landlord or his agent allows the workmen merely what he 
chooses, without reference to the amount granted by the presentment 

Are they ever unpaid altogether without any allowance ?— I do not recollect an 
instance. In fact 1 believe they are scarcely ever paid in money; and that when 
thepayment of a public work is to be in cash, as to tradesmen, that some portion 
IS often withheld from them. ^ 

Do you conceive that any favoritism exists in passing presentments, by reason of 
t^he grand jury not only deciding upon the work, but deciding upon the persons who 
have to execute it.'-I believe the first feeling of favoritism is towards the person 
app ying for the presentment, and the second towards the person to execute the 
works. 

Do you not think that the whole of this proceeding, of paying for presentment 
work, by allowances in rent, and the receipt of the presentment money by the land- 
lord, arises out of the power that the grand jury now have of presenting public 
money to particular persons by name ? — I do. i 6 h 

Supposing that power of the grand jury were limited only to a decision upon the 
expediency of the work, without decidiug upon the person who would afterwards 
execute It; do you not think that the system of favoritism would be very much 
dimmished m its operation ? — Decidedly it w ould. ^ 

Supposing the grand jury to decide first upon the expediency of the work and 
the execution of that work to be afterwards committed to some person who should 
contract tor the same upon the cheapest terms, and that a county surveyor or en- 
gineer was to be called upon to decide upon the execution of the work and the 
remedy by traverse also preserved as applicable to the accounting affidavit • do vou 
not conceive there would not only be less favoritism, but more economy in the exe- 
cution of public works ?— I nm convinced it would go that length, and a great deal 
fur her ; objects for the employment of public money would be more impartially 
and judiciously selected ; the execution of the works would get into the hands of 
competent and responsible persons, which, when judiciously and scientifically planned 
by a practical and respectable public officer, must lead to great public advaLge in 
the works, and economy of their funds, the whole coming under the wholesome 
scrulmy andcontro of a grand jury, interested, as it would then be, in checking 
the wasteful expenditure of county money, instead of contriving jobs for the emo- 
lument of indmduals, who, when these objects were not attainable, would soon 
relinquish an office now so anxiously sought for, to the most respectable, intelligent 
and working part of the gentry of the country. °

Have you ever known domain walls or garden walls built with the money granted 
by presentment?— I have heard of such things. 

Do you believe such things have been done ? — I believe they have. 

How can that be done?— By being presented for as for a defending wall. 

That is to say, under pretence of making a wall by the side of the road, for the 
protection of the road, a wall of greater height and substance was erected, the real 
use of which was to enclose a domain or a garden? — Yes. 

Can you state any instance of that ?— I dare say I could, but I had rather not ; 

I have heard of such. 

Do you know of any such instances of your own knowledge ? — I do not. 

Have you heard it from persons of respectability on whose word you can depend ? 

j have heard the general observation of the country ; I do not recollect to have 

heard it from any one particular individual. 

Have you ever heard of walls and embankments being made to protect land from 
the sea by public money ? — Yes, I have, for private purposes. 

How could that be done ? — I do not know in what shape it was done, but done 
it was I am sure. 

Was it done under pretence of making a road? — I know one case where it was 
done under the pretence of making a bridge, which was of no public convenience 
whatever where it was placed ; it was intended, I believe, to be afterwards converted 
into an embankment ; w’hen the work was nearly completed, it threatened to fall ; the 
overseer or contractor had to prop it up with timber, and it was scarcely accounted 
for when it fell. 

How could a bridge be turned into an embankment ?— By stopping up the arch, 
merely permitting the river to pass at low water, and to prevent the sea returning at 
hi«Th water by means of a flood gate, there was no road to it or communication on 
either side. . • rri 

Do you mean they built a bridge without any road leading to it ? — They did. 

Was no road intended to be made ?— I rather imagine there was no use for a road ; 
there was another bridge within less than a quarter of a mile of it. 

Was there a road to that other bridge? — There was. 

Was it part of the plan to turn the road, and bring it from the old bridge to the 
new ?— That could not have been, as the direct and principal line of intercourse of 
the country lay naturally over the other bridge. 

What county was this in? — The county of Mayo. 

If this bridge had been upon the line of a newly-laid out road, is it not sometimes 
usual to build the bridges before the road is made, because the road is perfectly use- 
less till the bridges are built, and might not that bridge have been intended for a new- 
line of road ? — No doubt it might ; but I conceive that in this instance a new line of 
road could scarcely have been contemplated, as the other was a natural, direct and 
level means of intercourse witli that part of the country to which this new bridge lay 
contiguous. 

Who was to benefit by this embankment? — The individual who got the pre- 
sentment. 

Was it no benefit to the public ?— No benefit to the public ; on the contrary, the 
neighbourhood considered it a great injury to them, for this reason, they generally 
manure the land there with sea-weed, a great quantity of which is on the sea-coast, 
the bridge prevented their taking it in boats up the river, a great convenience to 
them before the building of this bridge. 

Did the bridge, when allowed to fall into ruin to constitute an embankment, oppose 
a greater obstruction to the navigation of the river than it w-ould have done, accord ■ 
ing to the original plan, if it had been constructed and had remained as a bridge ?— • 

If it was to constitute an embankment, of course it stopped the navigation alto-

Are the freeholders of the county of Mayo likely to part with their money more 

willingly 
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^ijjingly than other people, for the sake of standing on good terms with their su- R 
periors ? — I believe the fanners and others in that county, part with a great 
^al of money that they need not do, if they were to apply to the laws of their 

country. 

When the remedy is in their own hands, are they so totally forgetful of their own 
power, and the remedy which the law gives them, as willingly to pay the money, 
rather than apply to that remedy? — It generally falls ultimately on the peasantry, 
most of whom are, perhaps, unacquainted with the law, and umvilling to risk their 
certain destruction if they were to interfere, being all at the mercy of the 
landlord. 

Have you ever known a case of a traverse being tried ?• — Never ; I have heard of 
one or two ; but they were done, I conceive, rather from vindictive motives, than 
from a spirit of justice. 

The law of the land being in favour of the party oppressed, if he chooses to have 
recourse to it, in point of fact, according to your statement, very few instances have 
occurred, in which there have been traverses to presentments?— Very fewj I cannot 
name, indeed, any particular case of traverse. 

What is the reason, in your opinion, why persons who generally consider them- 
selves a^rieved in the county of Mayo, with regard to presentments, should not 
have recourse to the law, when the nature of the law is so well understood? — From 
the feeling that it would bring on the active hostility of the person, in the first in- 
stance, and from their unwillingness to engage in a business in which they have such 
a trifling concern themselves individual!}'. 

Is it your opinion, that if they were to have recourse to the law, they would 
bring that hostility upon them r- It is my decided conviction, they would. 

By having recourse to the law, and resisting those persons who obtained those 
presentments, would they not, in point of fact, do injury to their own interest? — 

I am convinced it is a general feeling, not only upon this subject, but upon other ille- 
gal demands made upon them, that any recourse to the law for protection, would 
inevitably bringdown the hostility of those individuals on them. 

Then, is it the practice of the country, not to have recourse to the law to protect 
tliemselves, in cases where injury is done ? — Quite so. 

Then would the peasantry of the country rather submit to the perpetuation of 
injury, than expose themselves to the temporary ill will of a great man, by an appeal 
to the laws in their favour? — I think the peasantry of the country are in general 
completely at the mercy of their landlords, and it is just a matter of choice with 
them, whether they will pay 55. or 6 s., or part with their all, and be turned out 
on the world. 

Is there some great power in the country that, in point of fact, supersedes the 
law? — No doubt of it, whatever. 

Reverting back to the particular case to which you have referred, was that ante- 
cedent to the law which requires presentments to come before the road sessions, or 
not ? — Antecedent to that. 

Do not you think that the same might happen now, or do you think that it is at 
all a sufficient bar to such a recurrence ? — I think the suggestion which has been 
made with regard to grand juries, in reference to the management of county present- 
ments, would be very desirable ; the grand jury should be made rather a check, than 
a directing power ; they would be a very efficient check, when not individually in- 
terested in the work ; they do not now look, in the first instance, to the utility of 
the work to the public ; and secondly, they do not look to the proper execution of 
it, for if one of these jobbers gets a road well made or repaired, he calculates that it 
'vill be a long time before that road is to be repaired again, or that he can expect 
another presentment for it. 

Do you not conscientiously believe there might be an arrangement made; making 
^ savir^ of sixty per cent upon the county rates in Ireland, which would be ten times 
^ satisfactory an arrangement as the present? — I do not think there could be a 
"orse arrangement than the present. 

Would it be a saving of fifty percent? — I cannot say exactly ; but with refer«ice 
^0 public utility, durability and economy, I think I might be very safe in saying, 
that it would be an advantage to the public to the amount of forty or fifty per cent. 

In the plan which has been suggested to you, of leaving the grand jury still to 
pronounce upon the expediency of the road, and having the road executed by the 
Contractor who should apply to take the road on the cheapest terms, would there be 
F 4 a sufficient 
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B. P. Macdontita, a sufficient check on improper presentments? — I understood the idea to be this that 
grand jury were to approve or disapprove of the work laid before them, Avhirh

they are perfectly competent to do, when liowever totally disengaged from the execu- 
tion of the work themselves, and aided besides by the skill and responsibility of 
a reputable county surveyor or inspector. 

Is there any attention paid to the comfort of the lower orders of people, in laying 
out roads, such as by having foot paths for them by the side of the road ? — In very 
few instances ; there are some about Westport and Ballinasloe, but I do not know of 
any elsewhere in that county ; on the Marquis of Sligo’s estate there are a number 
of bridle roads made at his own expense through the country. 

Do you not think it is a desirable thing in laying out a new road, to pay that at- 
tention to the comfort of the poorer classes, by making a foot path at the side of 
the road for their convenience ; has it not the effect of conciliating the people, and 
showing them that in the expenditure of the public money, there is a degree of atten- 
tion paid to their comfort ? — I have no doubt it would be a convenience to them • 
but I think there are many other objects deserving an expenditure of the public 
money in preference to that. 

Is not the expense of making a footpath very trifling, and is it not an expense 
very well laid out when you recollect that it secures the convenience of thousands 
and thousands of people in the country ? — There is no doubt it would be a conve. 
nience, particularly where there is great intercourse, but not on the general line of 
roads in the county ; I conceive ii would be a waste of money in the present state 
of the country; it is not sufficiently advanced for that object on any general 
principle. 



You do not think it much signifies to a man without shoes or stockings, whether 
he walks on the foot path or the hard road ? — I conceive a good foot path is equally 
as hard as a good road.

EXTRACTS from the Reports of Lords Committee (1824) on the 
State of Ireland. 

IT was near Kilrush this occurred ? — It was to the north of Kilrush. 

Have you the management of the road making through the district of Bear 
Haven ? — I am one of the overseers appointed by the county, in the first place ; 
and secondly, the engineer appointed by the government. 

Then it is under your superintendence, and it is your young men who manage it ? 
— It is done by contract. 

Where is this line of road ? — It is along the western shore of Bantry Bay. 

With whom is the contract; are there more persons than one? — The county ap- 
point general overseers, as they call them, who are my Lord Bantry and Mr. 
Hedges Eyre, and two or three more j and they appointed Mr. John Killaly and 
me deputy overseers, under a particular Act of Parliament, which permits general 
overseers to contract ; then the general overseers contracted with Captain O’Sullivan 
and Mr. Meredith. 

^ What may be the extent of road contracted for by each of those gentlemen? — 
The whole road is about seventeen Irish miles ; it is a joint contract between them 
for the whole. 

Are Captain O’Sullivan and Mr. Meredith land-owners in that district? — Captain 
O’Sullivan farms a very extensive district under Lord Bantry and Mr. Hedges 
Eyre. 

Have they the employment of all the labourers? — I have no doubt that Cap- 
tain O’Sullivan employs as many as he can of his own tenantry ; that is the uni- 
versal system : but at the same lime there are a great many others, who are some 
of them entire strangers in that quarter. 

The employment is altogether in the hands of Mr. O’Sullivan and Mr. Meredith ? 
— Yes. 

Have they the payment of those labourers? — When Mr. Killaly and I were 
called upon to report the progress of the road, we had the books brought to us, 
and we examined Mr. Meredith upon oath ; and after looking at the various prices 
that were allowed for the different portions of road, and comparing that with the 
estimate, we made them produce the various receipts which had been given to 
them ; and M'e found a set of printed forms, which passed through the hands of 
some intermediate person, but I do not now recollect his name, who acts as the 

immediate 
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ioimediate paymaster, upon the signature of Mr. Meredith. Mr. Meredith is a A. Nimmo, 
ractical mao, who heis been brought up in that line originally in England, after- ^ 
wards in my employment, and is now an independent contractor in the counties 
of Cork and Kerry. There is a person who I think acts as a species of treasurer * 
for those persons, and views the various orders they give ; I think the name of 
the person to whom I refer is also Mr. O'Sullivan. 

Then the money must have been paid by O’Sullivan?— Yes. 

Had you O’Sullivan’s oath ? — No, we had nothing to do with O’Sullivan’s oath. 

Then you cannot tell whether O’Sullivan paid those people in money, or in 
rent receipts, or in any other way ? — I have very great reason to believe, that a 
great part of Captain O’Sullivan’s portion was paid by allowing it in the rent of 
the persons whom he employed, his own tenantry : we admitted tliat; we did not 
suppose we had a right to interfere. 

Are you aware what was the view of government in giving money for the making 
of those roads? — There is a memorial sent in the first instance from various pro- 
prietors in that district, stating the difficulties of communication through that 
county, and applying for aid ; in addition to that, a presentment is obtained from 
the county of Cork, for the assistance of the work. This memorial is referred by 
the government to Mr. Killaly and myself, who act as engineers, to report upon 
the propriety of the plans and estimates for those works, and we then sign a report, 
stating our opinion of the benefit of the work to the country generally, in a national 
point of view, — that it will tend to improve the country, and of course to encourage 
the employment of the people ; and then, that the estimate and plan is a fair one, 
unless we find reason to doubt it : very often we have occasion to alter the plan, 
and frequently the estimate. 

Had the government any view of benefiting the poorer classes in those districts 
where the work was to be done ? — I understand that the government must have 
some additional reason than simply the fact of giving employment to the people, 
for any road would do that. 

If employment and utility could be combined, that of course was intended ? — 

Our report always tends to show, whether there is any national benefit to be 
derived from that. 

Were not every one of the roads struck out in that way, carried on through 
districts where the greatest distress prevailed? — That particular road, and two or 
three in the county of Kerry, were begun previous to the particular distress of 
1822, and had no reference to it. 

Can you take upon you to say, that any labourers employed on those roads 
received their hire or their wages in money ? — I have no doubt that they had, many 
of them. ’ 

To any great amount? — I cannot say to the amount, but probably one-half or 
one-third. 

Do not you think there was a great portion settled for in arrears of rent due 
some time before ? — I had no means of knowing that, but I dare say there w'as. 

Would not you think it your duty to inquire how that was? — We did not 
consider that in that particular case we had liberty to interfere, for it was a 
contract ; we had nothing to do with the appointment of the contractors, that was 
left to the grand jury of the county. There was one particular in those accounts, 
which gave us a good deal of trouble ; we found that there had been a considerable 
quantity of meal given to several of the people in payment of their work, and we 
Were a good deal puzzled as to the value which should be affixed to that meal ; 
a part of it had been sent we found from Cork, in the time of the scarcity, by one 
of the contractors for the road. However, we came to the resolution to allow the 
charge, because we imagined there was no reason to suspect any thing fraudulent 
or improper. As to the money part of the contract, we had no means of getting 
at any thing but those printed receipts, and 1 presume if the payment of the 
labourer was applied to discharge the arrears of rent, it would be done in this way, 

—the actual labourer would receive his check on the treasurer, and would hand 
that check to his landlord, as an acquittance of a portion, and then the landlord 
would make use of that check (for those checks were negociable at the time, and 
I found them the same in Kerry) j he would hand that or any number of them to 
the paymaster, and get the amount in cash. 

Did you advertise, or was there any advertisement for contractors, so as to give 
a fair competition for it? — Ido not sufficiently know that; I know this, however, 

555- G that 
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A. Nimmo, that there were ofje two other offerers, who examined the work. 1 believe their 

■^* 9 ^ ^ expectations were considerably higher than the original estimate, and they could 

not make any offer lower than the presentment, so as to justify the overseers iu 
4 June 1824. preferring them. 

Had you the power, in case you had chosen to gain an opportunity of a cheaper 
contract, of taking it in preference to that of Captain O’Sullivan, either by recom- 
mendation to the grand jury, or in any other way?— I am not sure that we had 
the power in any form. I am at present on the point of beginning a work, in the 
county of Leitrim, somewhat in the same way as the engineer appointed to act by 
the government. In that province the gentlemen have pressed me very much to 
take the conducting of the work ; and I could only do this by being appointed the 
overseer by the grand Jury ; the last assizes I acted in that capacity with the other 
gentlemen ; but I did not find that I had a power, without any flagrant cause being 
shown, to make any alteration in the disposition of the contracts. 

Do you think the work was more likely to be well executed by the labourers 
when paid weekly, or paid in cash, than it would have been by their payments 
being made in allowances or compositions for rents due? — If the money could have 
been advanced I have no doubt it would ; but it was nearly three-fourths, in fact 
nearly all done, before we could go through the necessary forms to obtain the 
government moiety of the expense. 

For what reason ? — The government give a moiety of the whole expense, and they 
did not pay one moiety of that until halt the work was executed ; therefore, there 
is always half in advance, and somebody or other must be that out of pocket. 

Do not they pay the first moiety ?— Not until one half is finished ; when that 
is done, an application is forwarded to government, to have the ii^spection of the 
work, and a report of the engineers ; and as this was one of the earliest works done 
under the Act, we had a great deal of difficulty in adjusting the forms to be pursued ; 
k was successively inspected by Mr. Griffith and myself; but we found, on an 
application from the government to the law officers, that it was absolutely necessary 
the two engineers appointed under the Act should examine together, upon oath, 
the necessary witnesses to prove the expenditure and the execution of the work; 
accordingly, Mr. Killaly and 1 were summoned to Dublin, and we ordered the 
contractors to come up. They sent up their books, and wc examined them there, 
and Meredith we found, from his previous experience as a practical man, to have 
his books very clear. In some of the other works of the same kind we had 
a great deal of trouble; but all this necessarily took up a good deal of tirrie : one 
fourth of the whole expenditure is still in the hands of government, and has not 
been advanced. I believe the road is done ; there has been an application to have 
it examined. 

Is Captain O’Sullivan a head landlord or a middle tenant?— Captain O'Sullivan 
I understand is a middle-man over the greatest part of the barony of Beer, which 
was the property (rf his ancestors, under Mr. Hedges Eyre and Lord Bantiy. He 
is the representative of O’Sullivan Beer. 

Did you ever hear of Captain O'Sullivan having any contracts for roads through 
that barony before? — I am not acquainted with that circumstance ; but I do not 
doubt he has made many in the common grand jury presentments, because he is 
the only magistrate in the whole barony. 

Was it you who surveyed the line of the new road? — I inspected the line after 
it had been surveyed. 

Had there not been a road by the grand jury presentment traced out either along 
that line, or somewhere near it ? — Not that I know of ; the greatest part of the line 
passes through bogs. 

Had there not been a road from Bantry to Bear Haven made by grand jury pre- 
sentment, or otherwise ? — There w’as an existing bridle road which passes along the 
mountain side ; it is scarcely passable on horseback. 

Did you ever hear of any contract for that road by the grand jury? — I under- 
stood that the road was kept up in the common wav, at so mucli a perch per annum, 
by the grand jury ; 3 if. or 4 rf. a perch. 

Who bad that contract? — I do not know; I should not doubt it was Captain 
O’Sullivan for great part of it. 

W'as the road in tolerable condition when you saw it? — It was as well as could be 
expected ; it was so exceedingly wild and rocky, that no application of money could 
make any part of it passable for carriages? — I ascertained that before we agreed 
lo the alteration of the line. 

The 
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The grand jury made a presentment for a road which was impassable .'—It was 
a bridle road, it was up hills and down dales. 

With respect to the money expended in this way, do you imagine it is of any great 
relief to the country, beyond the temporary advantage to persons along the line 
stated I conceive that the road into Castletown is of the greatest importance 
even with respect to the people, because at this moment people can travel in a gig 
or a carriage to Castletown Bear Haven, whicli was twenty-rive miles further than 
persons coiild go before ; there was not before any one carriage there, but a little 
^ket thing that Mr. O’Sullivan got while the road was making. 

What did the road cost?— Nine thousand pounds. I went there last March, to 
travel round the road ; I thought I could get along it, but I found I could not, for 
there was a bridge wanting. I used to be obliged to walk through all the bogs at 
first ; but now I got on beyond the bridge, and we got into a gig, and went on to 
Castletown, and the town of Castletown is nearly doubled in size since that. There 
are a great many good slated houses built in it now in consequence of the road. 
Then this road is intended to communicate to a very important station, the Harbour 
Bear Haven, where tiie government have great establishments. The island of 
Bear Haven is fortified, so is the i.sland of Whiddy, at the upper end of the bay : 
there was not any way of communicating with it but with boats. 

Was it intended to continue the road beyond Castletown?— Tliere has been 
application made by Mr. Huxley, who has mines there, reque.sting to know what 
may be done ; I went round all the coast in March last. 

What mines are there there? — Copper mines. 

You mentioned, with respect to meal being brought, that the labourers on those 
works were paid in meal:— At one period they were, in the year 1822, some 
of them. 

Was it a large portion ?~I think the whole of the account for meal was about 
4 or 500/. out of 9,000/. 

In examining the accounts which were laid before you, did you compare the 
account of the wages to each labourer for his work with the quantity of meal given 
to him in payment? — The accounts were drawn out with every individual name, the 
work being all done in small sub-contracts ; there was a separate account for every 
individual sub-contractor, and he was on the one side of the book credited for all 
the work he had done, the number of perches he had done ; and on the opposite 
side he was debited for the amount in money, and in meal, and so forth. 

The meal being allow'ed at a certain price.- — Yes. 

Whether he had it in meal or in money it was the same to him ; he w'as remu- 
nerated by the perch? — Yes; I heard no complaint upon that subject in the 
country ; and I understand the people were very much benefited by having this 
meal purchased for them in wholesale, and retailed out to them ; it was before 
any assistance from government or the subscriptions. 

Have you known any instances where labourers employed upon public works, 
county or otherwise, have receivwl in payment for their wages orders on hucksters 
for potatoes and meal, upon which the overseer retains a profit, as well as the 
hucksters, to the detriment of tlie labourer? — I have known no instances of that in 
the conducting the great public roads in the south of Ireland ; but the practice stated 
is not uncommon among sub-contractors on canals and such other public works. 
In the accounts of the Erris road in the county of Mayo, as conducted by the 
grand jury, which it cost me a great deal of trouble last summer to bring into some 
degree of order, I found that there had been many instances of orders given on 
shopkeepers in Castlebar for clothes, not for provisions; and in several of those 
cases, where the account was very clear, and admitted by the person %yho received 
the clothes, we received it into the account ; in others w'C did not admit ot it ; and 
I suspect the shopkeeper or original manager must have bad a loss. 

Do you happen to know where the meal you referred to was got ? — I understood 
it Was purchased in Cork. 

Can you undertake to say it was none of tlie meal sent over for charitable pur- 
poses ? — I have not the least reason to believe it was ; it was before any assistance

was received from government or the su!)scription. 

Are you aware there was a great deal of assistance, both in money and provisions, 
sent to that country ? — A good deal after that. 

Do you know that those who were employed on this road received a great deal 
of that? — I should not be surprised if they did.

Beside their hire along the road? — Yes. 

Do you know the fact ?-No, I do not ; but I know that occurred in the province 
of Connaught, in similar cases. ^ 

Did you take the pains to inquire whether in the Bear Haven road, in conse 
quence of their receiving any part of that, their wages were reduced to them !— 
There could be no reduction of wages come to our knowledge, for it was set by 

If that reduction did take place, could it take place unknown to your— I dare 
say the sub-contractor may have made arrangements with his labourers of a nature 
which we could not inquire into.

Do you recollect part of your former evidence, wherein you stated that in a 
wild part of Kerry or Cork the public money to employ the poor was applied in 
tlie discharge of rents and arrears of rent ?— I said I iiad no doubt but that might 
be the case, ^ I have uniformly found, when employed as an engineer under the 
government, that the greatest difficulty we had to contend with was to obtain the 
application of the money intended for the employment of the poor in the wav that 
perhaps the government expected, that is to say, in giving the labourer the monev 
into his own hand to employ it m any way he thought fit, because the power of the 
landlord is so excessive, that I conceive the peasant has no means of resisting that 
power ; therefore it can be applied to any purpose which the landlord may choose • 
Md with all the exertions I could make, I cannot but say, that frequently we have 
had, upon paying the persons employed in this way, the drivers alongside of them 
to receive the m^ey from the one hand as fast as we put it into the other. The 
driver IS the bailiff on the estate. The universal principle throughout the kingdom 
by winch roads are made under grand jury presentments is this, the labourer makes 
the road, and is allowed the value of it, as a set-off against his rent, by the land- 
1 ^ landlord has a particular meaning in Ireland not the 

head landlord merely, but the immediate landlord ;) the landlord receives the monev 
the county treasurer. I conceive this abuse arises from the circumstance 
that the money raised by an assessment over the whole county may be applied 
exclusively in those places where interest, or as it is called jobbing on the grand 
jury, permits it being disposed of. By localizing the jurisdiction, reducing ft for 
example from the county to the barony, or to an individual parish, we shall imme- 
diately mtpst those who pay the money in seeing that it is faithfully disposed of. 
ve find the distant parishes of the county, or those Avhich interlock with other 
counties, or where there are no resident gentry accustomed to attend grand juries 
are uniformly as highly assessed as any other ; but the roads are neglected.

EXTRACT from Sixth Report on Holyhead Roads (Sess. 1822.) 

By the Act of the 45th Geo. III. c. 43, “ to amend the Laws for improving 
and keeping m repair the Post Roads in Ireland, and for rendering the conveyance 
of Letlei^, by His Majesty’s Post Office, more secure and expeditious,” the Post- 
masters General of Ireland were required to have surveys made of all the mail- 
coach roads with plans and estimates for the improvement of them: they were 
also required to lay these plans before the different county grand juries where the 
roads where county roads, and before the trustees of turnpike roads where the 
roads were vested in trustees. The Act also enabled the government to make such 
advances of money to the grand juries and to the trustees, as were necessary for 
executing the proposed improvements. ^ 

It appears from the documents which have been laid before your Committee 
that surveys have been made of two thousand and sixty-eight miles of mail road • that 
t^ estimates for improving this extent of road, amount to 1,934,782/.- and that 
the sum of 673,516/. has been presented and applied by the grand juries, from 
time to time since 1815, in improving old and making new mail roads. 

Notwithstanding this great expenditure, the evidence which has been given 
before your Committee, and the documents already referred to, fully prove that 
the mail roads of Ireland are, in many instances, in a verv bad state ; although the 
new hues of road appear to have been laid out in a scientific manner, the execution 
ot the work has frequently been defective, and in some cases must have been 
accompanied with great dishoneslv. 

It 
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It appears to your Committee, that the advantages promised by the Act of Extract from Sixth 
jgic, have not been fully brought into operation, in consequence of a subsequent 

law passed in 1816. 1 r • (Sess. 1823.) 

They are now disposed to recommend tlie appointment of a board of commis- >_ — 

•oners, upon the precedents of the Highland road and Holyhead road commis- 
sioners, as the best plan for superintending the Irish mail-coach roads : the 
commissioners to be named by Parliament ; not to have any salary ; and the chair- 
man of the board to be some considerable public officer. In order to preserve 
a connection between the general board and the counties, each grand jury may be 
enabled to appoint three persons to act as commissioners for their county, in com- 
munication with the general board ; the general board to submit their plans and 
estimates for new improvements and for repairs to the grand juries, and upon their 
sanctioning them, and presenting the necessary funds, the work to be executed 
under the orders of the general board ; by which means the public will have the 
advantage of the skill and science of professional engineers in superintending tlie 
execution, and maintaining in good condition, these important public works. 

In respect to those mail roads which are under the management of turnpike 
trustees, your Committee are of opinion, in consequence of there not existing in 
Ireland any power of indicting them as in England, that the general board of 
1 commissioners should have power to examine the accounts of all turnpike trusts, 

and to inspect their roads ; and in case of any part of the same being out of repair, 
the commissioners first to apply to the trustees to put the same into repair within 
a prescribed period of time ; and then, if their application is not attended to, make 
the repairs themselves, and levy the expense upon the trustees. 

The mail-coach system in Ireland has little belonging to it, except in one or two 
instances, which resembles the order, steadiness, alacrity, comfort and appeamnce, 
which are the peculiar characteristics of the manner in which the English mails are 
managed. There are, no doubt, local difficulties in the way of bringing it to 
a more perfect state; and some of these difficulties your Committee regret to find 
cannot be easily removed, from the nature of the contracts which have been entered 
into. Your Committee feel no hesitation in saying, that it is highly advisable that 
the office of superintendent and inspector of mail coaches should be filled by some 
person who has been brought up in the English post office, and who is well 
acquainted with the mail-coach system of England. 

The attention of your Committee has been drawn to the additional tolls which 
are payable on stage coaches upon the Kilcullen, Limerick, Mullingar, and some 
other roads. These tolls operate as a great hardship on coach companies, and 
obstruct the progress of improvement in stage-coach travelling, and the great 
public advantages which belong to it. It appears tliat these additional tolls, when 
first imposed, amounted to 5 a horse, at every gate, upon a coach carrying more 
than six inside and three outside passengers ; and, therefore, that they clearly were 
of the nature of penalties for limiting the number of passengers to be carried by 
a coach. They are now reduced to an additional toll of ^d. a horse at every 
gate, and are payable on all coaches beyond what is paid on other carriages. 

Your Committee are of opinion that this subject deserves to be more fully inquired 
into, with a view of removing these tolls. Should the road companies or trustees 
be able, contrary to the expectation of your Committee, to establish any right to 
have them considered as secured to them upon the faith of Parliament, then your 
Committee would recommend an advance on their otiier tolls to be granted, sufli- 
I cient to give them a fair remuneration for taking away tire additional toll on stage 

coaches.

A Petition of the there -undersigned Gentry, Clergy, and Freeholders of the 
County of Clare, was presented, and read ; setting forth, That Petitioners approach 
the House with every sentiment of acknowledgment for the many and salutary 
alterations lately made in the civil, financial, and commercial departments of the 
State ; that they recognize in such the character of an enlightened Legislature 
wisely directing the reforming spirit of the age, and accomodating its institutions 
to the varying wants and interests of its people ; that therefore with a correspondina 
confidence the Petitioners solicit the attention of the House to the Grand Jury 
Laws of Ireland, which experience has long demonstrated to be eminently unfitted 
to the desired ends of public utility; that the alterations recently made, however in 
their spirit and intention deserving the approbation of the Country, have failed of 
producing the contemplated result, arising from the essential defect of a system 
which, while it affords every facility to fraud, is left unaccompanied by the means 
of detection or redress ; that Petitioners will not enter into a detail of defects and 
abuses which have been already developed in evidence before the House, and to 
which they refer for facts strongly illustrative of the nature and operation of those 
Laws of which they complain ; that yet the Petitioners cannot avoid stating that 
the Laws alluded to have been found a source of injustice and of oppression, 
creating a lavish and unskilful expenditure of the public money, and frequently 
partial and fraudulent misapplications of it, not more an invasion of the rights of 
property than injurious to the morality of the Country; that by this statement it 
IS not their wish to impeach any class or denomination of their fellow subjects, as 
such was the unavoidable result of the imperfect character of the Grand Jury 
Laws, nor in any modification they may desire, would they regard it as either 
expedient or just to deprive the Gentry of that control over County expenditure, 
not more the right of their condition than promotive in many ways of the interests 
of the Country ; that in any alteration which may be thought necessary Petitioners 
^ggest that the following principles should be kept in view ; to preserve to the 
Gentry their present control over the amount of expenditure, to diminish the 
temptation to fraud, to facilitate the means of its detection, as also to ensure the 
skilful and economical execution of the public works ; in conformity with these 
principles, Petitioners suggest that the amount and allocation of County Taxes 
should be as heretofore vested in the Grand Jury, but that their expenditure and 
the execution of the public works should be placed in the hands of Engineers 
appointed by the Government or the Magistracy, and liberally remunerated, as the 
•best guarantee for their intelligence and integrity, and that works thus executed should 
be accounted for by them as under the present system ; this would be the outline ; 
there are of course many subordinate yet important details unnecessary at the present 
moment to submit to the House ; that an alteration founded upon this basis, would 
secure to the Gentry their just and constitutional influence, would remedy the evil 
so frequently complained of that public works are presented for rather beiuse they 
are profitable than nesessary, would secure their skilful execution, and also their 
economical oae, as performed by men of responsible character, whose station would 
depend upon their conduct, subjected to a multiplied and vigilant scrutiny, 
unchecked by those local and personal considerations which under the present 
system exercise an influence too frequently injurious ; the Petitioners have thought 
It right to accompany their condemnation of the present system with the outline 
of a remedy, that might be applied from the opinion that their representations shall 
have additional weight, when the evils of which they complain may be considerably 
alleviated, if not wholly removed ; in doing so, however, it is not their wish to bind 
themselves to the adoption of any specific plan, liable perhaps to objection, 
susceptible at least of improvement, it is not their intention to discountenance the 
trial of other expedients, or in any degree to limit the exercise of that legislative 
wisdom which has been heretofore so successfully exerted upon subjects of greater 
diinculty if not of greater importance. * ®

This system of paying wages in amount, is applied not only to the operation of y G8 30 ^ 

field industry, when it results, perhaps necessarily, from the poverty of the people 
of Ireland, but it is stated to extend itself, in some districts, to the execution of 
public works, by grand jury presentment. It appears, from the report of Mr. 

Niinmo, “ that the repairs of roads are carried on by a class of persons who make 
a trade of it, as a market for the labour of their poorer tenantry ; the latter are not, 
properly speaking, paid for what work they do, but have the amount of the present- 
ment allowed by their landlords, as a set-off against the rent of their holdings.” 

TTie observations of Mr. Nimnio, on the subject of the execution of grand jury 
presentments, are well deserving of the attention of the House j and it being ad- 
mitted, that if the wages of labour were paid in money, the labour would be more 
cheaply purchased, and more cheerfully and efficiently given, your Committee can- 
not but express a hope that a system of ready-money payment might be introduced, 
so far as the public works of the country are concerned. This system operates, no 
less as a discouragement to the reduction of rents, but as an increase to the amount 
of local burthens. The present amount of grand jury levies would, under a system 
of ready-money payments, give more extended employment, and effect objects of 
greater public utility ; or if the amount of work to be performed remained the same, 
a reduction in the amount of the local burthens would necessarily take place. 

Your Committee may be here allowed to remark, that it appears, that under the 
present system of grand jury laws, the demand for labour on the public roads gene- 
rally occurs at the most inconvenient periods of the year, either during the spring 
work of the farmer, or during his early harvest, or turf season in summer. If mea- 
sures could be adopted to distribute this work more judiciously, it would tend to 
equalize the demand for labour at different periods of the year, and to prevent the 
dangerous vicissitudes of an extended demand for labour, suddenly followed by a 
diminution of the means of employment. 



Extracts from Report on Public Works for Employment of the Poor (1823). 
pp. 6, 7. 12. 30, 31. 58. 

The limestone and fertile plains of Limerick, Cork, and Keriy, are separated 
from each other by a wild, neglected and deserted country, which has hitherto 
fo med nearly an impassable barrier between them. This tract is bounded on the 
north by the river Shannon, between Loughill and Tarberti on the south by the 
river Blackwater, between Mallow and Millstreet, and from thence by the Southern 
Mountains, to the westward of Killarney. The country is liilly, but not mountain- 
ous ; the soil is wet and clayey, and the strata of which it is composed, consists of 
coal, and the rocks which usually accompany that substance. 

This large district of country comprehends altogether 600 Irish, or 970 square 
miles British, statute measure. In many parts it is very populous ; it contains, 
however, but two small villages, and but two resident landed proprietors, namely, 
the Knight of Glyn, on the banks of the river Shannon, and Mr. Leader of 
Dromagh, on the banks of the river Blackwater ; the distance between whose houses 
is 30 miles Irish, or 38^ British miles. 

As might be expected, under such circumstances, the people are turbulent; 
and, their abodes being nearly inaccessible for want of roads, their wickedness has 
frequently escaped punishment. 

This district is situated on the confines of the counties of Cork, Limerick, and 
Kerry, and chiefly belongs to absentee proprietors ; these circumstances combined, 
have been the cause of its neglected state. 

The Grand Juries of Cork and Limerick were unwilling to expend tlieir funds in 
making roads at the extremity of their counties ; and the Grand Jury of Kerry, 
though anxious to open a communication with Cork and Limerick, had not the 
power to do so, beyond its own limits. It is not, therefore, surprising, that, during 
the disturbances of the winter of 1821, and spring of 1822, this district was the 
focus of, and asylum for, whiteboys, smugglers and robbers ; and that stolen cattle 
were driven into it from the surrounding flat and fertile country, as to a safe and 
impenetrable retreat. 

o 3 Notwithstanding 
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Notwithstanding Its present desolate state, this country contains in itself the seed« 
of future improvement and industry. Its clayey soil, when drained, and manured 
with lime, soon becomes fertile, and produces excellent grass. Anthracite or 
culm IS abundant in many parts ; and beds of solid coal are not unfrequently met 
with, particularly near the southern extremity. The district is every where sur 
rounded by limestone, and several hills, coataining that substance, occur in the 
interior. Nothing, then, is wanting, but good roads to facilitate the transport and 
interchange of these different mineral productions to make this country susceptible 
of the highest improvement ; a fact which is incontestibly proved by the comparative 
fertility of the country in the vicinity of Newmarket and Kantiirk, where the soil is 
similar, but where there are passable communications with tlie neighbouring lime- 
stone country. This last-mentioned district has, however, enjoved peculiar 
advantages in the residence at Newmarket of Mr. Aldworth, the propnetor of large 
estates in that neighbourhood, who, for upwards of fifty years, was remarkable for 
kindness to his numerous tenantry, and for his unabated endeavours to nromotP 
their welfare *. ^ 



From returns which I have received from the weigh-house of Cork, it appears 
that, upwards of 30,000 firkins of butter, present value about 52,000/. are annuallv 
sent from the northern parts of the county of Kerry and the immediately adioinino- 
distnct of the county of Limerick, to be sold at Cork. ^ 

In order to save the great length of road by Tralee and Killarney, the small 
farmers are in the habit, during the summer season, of sending their butter on the 
backs of horses by the present mountain path, as far as Newmarket, where a few 
join together, and place the butter in carts, from whence it is dra«n to Cork 
Ihe distance between Newmarket and Listowel, the nearest part from whence the 
butter is sent, is 25 Irish or nearly 32 miles British; and for this distance, from 
eight to twelve horses, and as many men, are employed to convey twenty-four 
firkins of butter, the common load for a single horse cart! Similar facts 
might be stated, respecting other species of agricultural produce, were it necessarv to 
particularize them. ^ 



In conclusion, I beg leave to observe, that in conducting the public roads and 
other works at present in progress in the Southern District, I have been guided by 
one fixed principle, from which I have never departed, — that of contracting with 
workmen only, and not permitting any intermediate person or contractor between 
me and the mere labourer or tradesman. The system I have pursued, has been to 
divide the different kinds of work into a great number of small lots, and to contract 
tor each with the labourers of the adjoining lands. This method has enabled me 
to prevent oppression, to do justice to all ; and, what is of great importance to in- 
troduce improved tools and implements into the country, by intrusting them’ to the 
labourers in the first instance, and taking repayment for them by easy instalments. 
Ihe result Las been, that the same labourers, working at the same prices who at 
first were unable to earn more than four-pence per day, can now with ease earn 
Irom ten-pence to one shilling; and the consequence has been, that the most 
disturoed districts of the spring of 1822, have remained perfectly quiet during 
the present winter, and the poor inhabitants express themselves as happy and con- 
tented. 



The plains of Connaught are in general numerously provided m ith roads ; indeed 
these seena to have been multiplied to a degree which the country, on the present 
system is hardly able to support, a great many of them having got into bad repair. 
Ihe counties have conhned their expenditure latterly to the leading post roads and 
are endeaimunng to form these of broken stone. In Sligo this art is well under- 
stood ; in Roscommon also, the roads are pretty well made ; in Galway and Mayo 
they are very indifferent, and in Leitrim execrable. Materials of the best descrip- 
tion are, in general, in abundance ; but the original construction of the roads 
having been exceedingly unskilful, both in direction and level, and the repairs 
carried on by a class of persons who make a trade of it, as a market for the labour 
ot their poorer tenantry, there is no attempt at operating a permanent improve- 
ment; the less labour bestowed on the road, the cheaper the work can be uiider- 
taken

in order to account for the presentment it is necessary for the overseer to swear that (1833.) 

he has expended the money ; and as it cannot be expected that persons will take all ^ ^ 

this trouble of obtaining presentments, and overseeing workmen, gratuitously, the 
only way left for the gentleman overseer to indemnify himself, is to charge as high 
a rent as possible for his land, and get the tenants to make the road as cheaply as 
possible, that he may the more readily obtain presentments from the Grand Jury. 

Besides, if he be a person of tolerable credit, he may, by paying a discount of ten 
per cent, to the county treasurer, obtain the amount of his presentment in advance, 
as soon as passed ; and then his only trouble is to get the road made in some way 
or other, so as to be ready on the day of the assizes or accounting sessions. Or, 
indeed, what will answer just as well, he may get the working overseer who is 
named with him in the presentment, to swear that the road is made and the money 
expended. It is remarkable, that there never is any scruple about swearing to this 
last clause, but often a great deal of difficulty where the road is any where less than 
twenty-one feet wide, as that breadth at least must also be sworn to : ingenious 
men, however, found a mode of getting over this, by leaving out in the road the 
portions where the road is too narrow, if there be much of it together, the repair 
must stand over until some one be found with a conscience sufficiently pliant to get 
through the difficulty. 

It is painful to think, that the precautions taken by the Legislature to dis- 
courage peculation in this matter should have only tended to promote a system of 
perjury, which has thrown the public works into the hands of persons of little 
or no principle, and deterred every honest man from undertaking them ; some 
simple system of audit could surely be contrived, that would sufficiently secure the 
interest of the public, without all this swearing; and in that case respectable 
men would be encouraged to make or repair the public roads in a solid and econo- 
mical way. 

In the county of Galway I found nearly all the money presented at spring assizes 
had been issued in the way I have above stated ; so that, to have bad the repairs 
of the road executed by any other persons than those originally contemplated in 
the presentment, seemed only a means of adding to the general distress, by pre- 
venting both tenant and landlord from fulfilling their engagements. I endeavoured 
to improve the system, as far as the public was concerned, by giving a few simple 
directions for making the road of a proper shape, picking out stones, cleaning the 
drains, breaking the new materials properly, and combining them with the old, and 
established a system of inspection to see that this was done ; and, on the other 
hand, took care that each labourer should be paid his wages in person, leaving him 
then to settle with the landlord as he might think fit. 

The custom of jobbing roads is so inveterate, that we could seldom get the work 
properly done by day labourers for the sum granted by presentment. The peasantry 
are not trained to those habits of industry, which are always the result of regular 
payment.

The knowledge I have acquired since my arrival in this country of the ills that 
result from road jobbing, and more particularly its tendency to demoralize the 
people, induces me respectfully to submit to the Lord Lieutenant’s consideration, 
what, I am humbly of opinion, would operate, in a great degree, to check so serious 
an evil, namely, that no road presentment be granted unless one or more of the 
gentlemen named therein shall swear to its being a measure of public utility, and 
the expense thereof fairly estimated ; also that he or they shall afterw-ards be 
required to account on oath for the money having been faithfully expended, and 
the work properly executed.

portafMr.Nimino. on the aubject of the Road through Glmbegk and County of Kerry. 



I cannot conclude this Report without alluding to the rapid improvement which is 
taking place in the barony of Iveragh since the construction of this road. 

A few years ago there was hardly a plough, car, or carriage of any kind ; the 
butter, the only produce, was carried to Cork on horseback; there was not 
a decent public-house, and I think only one house slated and plastered in the 
village of Caherseveen; the rest, a few scattered thatched cabins; the nearest 
post-office thirty miles distant. 

Since the new road was made, there are, in three years, built upwards of twenty 
respectable two-story houses, slated and plastered, with good sash windows. More 
than an equal number of new lots are taken ; for one house the owner demands 
40/. rent. A respectable shop, with cloth, hardware, and groceries ; a comfortable 
inn, with six bed-rooms and six horse stable; a post-office, bridewell, new chapel- 
a quay which is covered with limestone, brought as a return freight for slates, W 
barony having no limestone in itself; a salt-work, two stores preparing for pur- 
chasing oats, and a considerable traffic in linen and yarn. There are, perhaps 
forty cars and carts, and a resident gentleman’s coach ; and it is remarkable, that 
ail this IS the result of the individual ente^rize of the inhabitants, without any 
assistance of the proprietor ; the ground is either college or glebe land. Nor has 
any public assistance been obtained, excepting for the quay, which was built by the 
Board of Fishery, and the bridewell and new road by the county. 

I have no doubt of the continuance of the prosperity of this place, and of the 
consequent improvement of the whole barony.
